RIGA, Oct.29 (Associated Press).—Of- 
ficial confirmation that the Russian 
Soviet Government has agreed, 
certain conditions, to recognize 
Torelgn debts of the Imperial 
tiovernment was received 
through the Rosta Official 
News Agency. 

According to the Rosta dispatch, 
George Tchitcherin, Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister, yesterday dispatched a note to the 
British, French, American, Italian and 
Japanese governments saying that the 
Soviet Government would - agree to 
recognize the old debts, incurred up to 
1914, under the condition that ‘‘ Russia’ 
be given certain privileges-making pos- 
sible the practical fulfillment of those 
cbligations '’ by the great powers con- 
cluding final peace with and recognizing 
the Soviet Republic. 

The Foreign Minister proposes the 
holding immediately of an international 
conference to consider the demands of 
ali nations upon Russia and the Rus- 
sian claims upon them and to work out 
a final treaty of peace.

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New Series of Earthquakes 
Starts in South America

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 29.—Earth- 
quakes in several parts of South 
America this week indicate that the 
continent is entering on a new phase 
of seismic disturbances similar to 
those of last November, December 
and January, which destroyed sev- 
eral towns, awoke several volcanoes 
and changed the physical aspect of 
the landscape in a large area of 
Southern Chile. 

A quake was felt clear across Ar- 
gentina at 10 o’clock last night, in- 
cluding the cities of Cordoba, Ro- 
sario and Buenos Aires. The quake 
was unusually violent at Cordoba, 
where it was preceded by loud sub- 
terranean noises. Exactly twenty- 
seven years ago, Oct. 28, 1894, Cor- 
doba was shaken by one of the most 
violent earthquakes in Argentina’s 
history. 

Buenos Aires being far outside the 
usual range of seismic disturbances 
earthquakes are rarely felt this far 
east, but last night's was strong 
enough to make the electric lights 
flicker and to disturb the swing of 
pendulums.

INSPECTOR DWYER 
QUITS THE POLE 


His Retirement After Service of 
25 Years Will Become Ef- 
fective at Midnight. 





BECKER “FRAMED,” HE SAYS 


Statement Asserts He Has New 
Evidence and Demands Hear- 
ing by Meyer Committee. 


Inspector John F. Dwyer announced 
his retirement from the Police Depart- 
ment yesterday after a_ service of 
twenty-five years, and issued a state- 
ment charging that the conviction and 
execution several years ago of Police 
Lieutenant Charles Becker, head of the 
‘‘ Strong-Arm Squad,’’ for the murder 
of Herman Rosenthal, a gambler, was 
‘‘ framed.”’ 

Inspector Dwyer asserted that within 
the last two weeks he had obtained evi- 
dence to substantiate his allegation and 
“challenged ’’ the Meyer legislative 
committee to permit him to submit the 
evidence at the resumption of its in- 
quiry into city affairs. He also said 
he had evidence to prove that Dominick 
jteilly.,a retired Police Captain, and “4 
number of otiers’’ were *‘ framed ”’ in 
the Rosentnal investigation. Rosenthal 
was murdered in front of the old Met- 
ropole Hotel in West Forty-third Street, 
near Broadway, in July, 1912,

out the doubt,’’ read his 
statement, ‘‘ and I prepared, and 1} 
challenge the Meyer committee to per- 
mit me, to put in that evidence.

Speaking in support of Henry H. Cur- 
ran at three Brooklyn mectings last 
‘night, William Travers Jerome asserted 
.Mayor Hylan would not dare dispyte 
any characterization of bim by Samuel 
‘Untermyer in fear that Mr. Untermyer 
would ‘‘ open up on Hylan.” 

The former District Attorney was al- 
luding to the speech made on Friday 
night by Mr. Untermyer in favor of 
the candidacy of Senator Lockwood for 
Controller in which the Mayor was 
described as ‘‘more ass than knave."’ 
Mr. Jerome quoted other parts of the 
speech of Mr. Untermyer on limestone 
contracts and Hettrick, and declared 
that the Mayor would never dare to sue 
for libel. 

‘* He had his day in court when he fled 
from the charges made by The World in 
3917,"" said Mir. Jerame. ‘‘ But he can 
have another opportunity to prove the 
falsity of charges made against him 
now. He won’t take it now, and he 
won’t dare deny anything that Sam 
‘ntermyer says about him, because Sam 
might prove it on him.’’ 

Mr. Jerome also returned to his at- 
tacks on the Dock Department and 


charged again that Commissioner Hul- 
bert, the Democratic nominee for Presi- 
deit of the Board of Aldermen, was 
**either a grafter or incompetent.”’ 

He told of the alleged payment of 
fees for leases on city piers, as disclosed 
by the Meyer committee, and asserted 
that Commissioner Hulbert had had 
Cosk room in the law office of Control- 
ler Craig and Surrogate Foley at 568 
Broadway. Mr. Jerome asserted that 
Edward Corcoran, who, according to 
testimony, received $12,500 for negotiat-

Steamship Company, was a clerk in this 
law office. 


Speaker Becomes More Vehement. 


With the charges he has been making 
in the campaign unanswered by the 
candidates he is fighting, Mr. Jerome 
became more vehement in his denuncia- 
tions last night and in his pleas to turn 


them out of-office. He said at the first 
meeting in Erasmus Hall High School, 
Flatbush and Church Avenues, that 
Mayor Hylan ‘was “ either, a grafter or 
incompetent.”’ Taking up the words of 
Mr, Untermyer, he added: 

““I’m sure he is an ass, and I am 
not so sure he is not a knave. 

**I have hooked him up in his early 
business career to a convict and a crook; 
#end last night Mr. Untermyer took oc- 
casion to take up his career since he has 
heen Mayor; and Mr. Untermyer hooked 
his business up there to another con- 
vict and crook—Hettrick. He can’t keep 
away from them. He has a favorit« 
attraction for them. He had it in the 
old Cays; he can’t shake it off. Now 
IT am going to clinch this record of 
Hylan in the past to this record of Hylan 
as Mayor.” 

The former Dtstrict Attorney told of 
the Mayor's relations with Alfred .Gos- 
lin, ‘‘ master swindler of the ages,”’ and 
added: 

“‘ After Goslin had served these terms 
in prison, he doubled up with John F. 
Hylan, now Mayor of the City by the 
grace of William Randolph Hearst. Per- 
haps I should not say the Mayor, but 
the puppet, who pronounces the policies 
that are given to him.”’ 


Charges That Hylan Lied. 


Mr. Jerome pointed out that Mayor 
Hylan had declared that he had never 
known Goslin, although there were 
checks from Goslin to Hylan and notes 
from Hylan to Goslin, and added:

AMBASSADORS FAIL 
TO DISPOSE OF CHARLES 


Decide That He Must Be Kept 
on Danube Monitor Pend- 
ing Final Action. 


PARIS, Oct. 29 (Associated Press).— 
The Allied Council of Ambassadors 
again failed today to reach an agree- 
ment regarding the final disposition of 
ex-Emperor Charles. No Government 
has volunteered asylum for the ex- 
monarch. 

Consequently, the Council decided to- 
day that Charles and ex-Empress Zita 
must remain on board the British moni- 
tor in the Danube River until a suita- 
ble place of exile can be found. The 
Madeira Islands have been suggested, 
but their removal thither involves the 
assent of the Portuguese Government, 
which has been asked if this. selection 
would be acceptable. No reply, how- 
ever, has yet been received. 

Reports of mobilization of the forces of 
the Little Entente because of Hungary's 


failure to deliver Charles to it have 
reached the Council, showing that ther> 
is danger of the Little Entente’s taking 
action before the allied Ambassadors can 
reach .a final decision. ‘The Council has 
decided to tell the allied representatives 
in the Little Entente countries to rec- 
ommend that those powers suspend war 
preparations, since the allied powers are 
doing everything possible to dispose of 
the former Emperor and since they hope 
to be able to give guarantees against 
any repetition of his monarchical adven- 
tures.

‘‘We had a demonstration then,’’ he 
said, ‘‘of how easily people are fooled 
by surface sentiment.

Although the time set for the striku of 
the 11,000 milk drivers serving the} 
metropolitan district is near, no agree- 
ment has been reached on a proposed! 
new wage scale te pvegin on Nov. 1. 
After a five-hour conference between | 
union leaders and distributers, with two 
Federal Commissioners of Concillation 
sitting in, it was announced at 6 o'clock 
last night that another meeting would 
be held this morning. The conciliators 
and a representative of the distributers 
expressed hope of a settlement, but the 
labor leaders would not go so far. The} 
conference yesterday, behind closed 
doors, is "known to have been rather 
turbulent at times. 

The strike yesterday morning of the 
1,300 milk wagon drivers of the Sheffield 
Farms Company, although temporarily 
adjusted six hours later, was cited last 
night by a labor leader as an indica- 
tion of the temper of the men. 

Tre conference yesterday was brought 
about by Homer J. Brown and Charles 
Benheim, Commissioners of Concilia-} 
tion of the U. S. Denertrent « Labor. ] 
Beginning at the Hotel Continental al 
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1 o'clock, the conference adjourned to 
the Hotel Martinique to obtain larger 
quarters. Besides the mediators there 
were present thirty-five or forty: union 
delegates and representatives of the dis- 
tributers, 


“‘ Making Progress.’’ 


Speaking for the concillfators at the 
conclusion of tre meeting, Cémmission- 
er Benheim said: 

‘‘We are making. progress and have 


adjourned until tomorrow at 9:30 o’clock. 
Beyond that-1 do :vt feel that anything 
more should be saia as coming from 
us.” 


I. Elkin Nathans, Secretary of the 
Milk Conference Board, said: 

“The prospects now are very much 
better for a settlement.’’ 

But Harry Pivnik, Secretary and 
Treasurer and Chairmen of the Press 
Committee of Local No. 584, in which 
most of the milk drivers have their 
membership, would only say: 

““We are taking each article of the 
a point by point. There are 
36 articles of the agreement. This con- 
ference musi be over at noon on Mon- 
day, that we may report to the mass 
meeting at Madison Square Garden at 
2 o’clock on that day.’”’ 

A person in close touch with the union 
leaders said last night there was not a 


| chance of an agreement being reached, 


and that undoubtedly the men would 
vote tomorrow afternoon to go out on 
strike. 

The meeting tomorrow was originally 
called to consider the proposal from the 
distributers that the question of the new 
wage agreement be submitted to arbi- 
tration. It had been said by the labor 
leaders that the proposal would be re- 
jected by the men, as the arbitration 
would be on the whole wage quéstion 
and not merely on the demands of the 
union, 

In the event of a strike, preparations 
have been made by Dr. Royal 8S. Cope- 
land, Health Commissioner, in conjunc- 
tion with the distributers, for obtainin 
about one-third of the normal supply o 
milk to be used in hospitals, for babies 
and for invalids in the homes. 


O'Malley Makes Threats. 


In a typewritten statement yesterday, 
Edwin J. O'Malley, Commissioner of 
Public Markets, criticized the distribu- 
ters, took a whack at the Dairymen’s 


ague, Inc., although apparentiy mean- 
ing the Mwiryrmens League Co-operative 
association, Inc.. and said he had suf- 
ficient evidence of a consplracy to ‘' put 
this crowd behind prison bars.”’

Sheffield Ge Out and Erturn. 


Because’ the company tried to take 


time by the forelock and regain posses- 
sion of the route collection books for 
this month before the proposed strike 
-of its union employes Monday, 1,300 
milk drivers of the Sreffield Farms Com 
pany, 524 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
went out on strike at 3 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Later in the day arrange- 
ments were made by which the drivgrs 
returned to work temporarily. Most of 
the patrons of the company received 
thelr milk six or seven hours’ late. , 

The drivers, it was said at the office 
of the- company, took the collection 
books home with them at night instead 
of returning them to the company. It 
was considered necessary by the com- 
pene to regain possession of the books 

efore the date set for the strike, as 
the men might keep the books Monday 
night, and make it possible for un- 
authorized persons to collect the ac- 
counts. 

New books were given out yesterday 
morning for the remaining days of Oc- 
tober and the old books taken up. This 
action the drivers took to mean that the 
company did not intend to reach a new 
wage agreement, so they refused to take 
out their wagons. In Brooklyn it was 
0 o’clocks before the company officials 
decided to return the old books to the 
men. It was on the condition that the 
books be returned at the end of the 
rounds. The accounts carried on the 
books run up to more than $1,000,000 a 
month, an official of the company said. 

Fifteen thousand families tn the Bronx 
received their milk seven hcurs late; 
patrons in the Westchester and Tremont 
eections did not get their miik until 
about noon. It was estimated that 250,- 
000 familics in Brooklyn had no milk 
for breakfast because of the strike. 
About 400,000 quarts of milk are deliv- 
ered from .the depots of the company in 
Brooklyn.

IN AIDING VETERANS, 


Red Cross Report Shows Big An- 
nual Outlay for Disabled 
Ex-Service Men. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—Work done | 
by the American Red Cross among dis- 


abled veterans of the World War now 
involves an annual expenditure of $10,- 
000,000, is disclosed in the section of | 
the society’s annual report dealing with 
that branch of its service, made public 
today. 

While the national organization, ace« 
cording to the report, is assisting the | 
Cisabled veteran and his family exten- | 
sively, the larger proportion of the} 
work, entailing an expenditure of $7,000,- 
000, is being done by 2,329 chapters. 

The report shows that at the close 
of the last fiscal year, or on last June 
30, there were 26,300 disabled service 
men in the 1,692 Public Health Service, 
contract and other Government hospitals 
and soldiers’ homes. This number, the 
report adds, is increasing at the rate 
of 1,000 a month, and the Red Cross| 
hag been told by Government officials, 
will not reach its peak before 1925. 

The work being done by the Red | 
Cross, the report shows, is varied and | 
consists in obtaining medical treatment, 
compensation and vocational training | 
for veterans, in furnishing financial ai 
and care for their families, and in pro- 
viding recreation and assistance of} 
every sort while they are receiving treat- 
ment or training.

LONGSHOREMEN SATISFIED. 


| Those in New York District Accept 
Agreement Cutting Wages. 


Longshoremen in the New York dis- 
trict are satisfied with the new wage 
agreement signed this week with the 
steamship companies in deep sea trade, 
it was announced last night at the 
headquarters of the District Council of 
the International Longshoremen's Asao- 


ciation. Virtually all of the men who 
joined the insurgent strike early in 
the month, it was said, have returned 
to work. 

General reductions in wages were 
made in the new agreement, which is 
retroactive to Oct. 1. The new scale 
is 65 cents an hour for regular time, $1 
an hour for overtime and $2 for the mid- 
night supper hour from 12 to 1 o'clock 
and also $2 for the breakfast hour from 
6 to 7 A. M. The new scale is based 
upon the 48-hour week. The old scale 
was 80 cents an hour for regular time 
and $1.20 an hour for overtime, on a 
basis of a 44-hour week.

IN 2 TENEMENT FIRES 


Two Firemen Are Injured in| 
Saving Man, Now Dying From | 
Burns, and Woman.

FLAMES TRAP TENANTS) 


Travel Up Dumb-Walters In Both} 
Bulldings—Blaze in Loft Cellar 
Costs $10,000. 





Two two-alarm tenement house fires. 
similar in origin and in the manner in 
which they spread, endangered the lives | 
of several hundred persons yesterday. 
Two firemen were injured together with 
two tenants whom they rescued from} 
the blazing five-story tenement at 2,120} 
Hignth Avenue, near 115th Street. The| 
second fire was at 149 East Eighty- 
fourth Street and the twenty families | 
manged to escape without injury. 

The injured at the Highth Avenue fire | 
were: 

Jose Deliz,. 24 years old, living on the 
top floor with the family of Joaquin | 
Mora; burns on face, arms and body | 
and taken to Hiarlem Hospital in a 
dying condition. 

Mrs. Mary Stude, 45, living on the! 
third floor; suffering from the effects 
of shock and smoke. 

Fireman William E. Lynch of Engine | 
Co. 76, who carried Mrs. Stude down.a 
ladder to the street; suffering from in- 
halatiun of smoke and bruise in the | 
right side. | 

Fireman Henry Littenfeld of Truck | 
40, who carrfed Deliz from the top floor | 
down through smoke and fire in the| 
hallways; suffering from inhalation of 
@moke and slight burns. 

The fire was discovered by Joseph | 
Goldstein, employed in a delicatessen | 
store on the ground floor. With J. 
Horowitz, proprietor of the store, Gold- 
stein was working in the rear of the 
place when he saw smoke issuing from 
the basement. They ran to the street, 
where they met Patrolman James Car- 
roll of the West 123d Street station, who 
turned in an ajJarm. 

As the firemen put up ladders against 
the front of the building their attention 
was attracted to Mrs. Stude at the third 
floor window and Deliz at a window on 
the fourth floor. Both were unable to 
us@ the ladder, as smoke was pouring | 
Into their cyes. 

Deliz shouted and frantically waved 
a piece of cloth to attract the attention | 
of passengers on the 116th Street ele- 
vated station opposite. 

Fireman Lynch made his way up the 


ladder to Mrs. Stude, who was trembling | 
from fright on the window sill. He car- 
ried her down the ladder and a crowd 
of several hundred men and women 
cheered. 

Littenfeld, dn the meantime, had 
groped his way up the smoke-filled hall- | 
way to the top floor apartment. Deliz, | 
after his appearance at the window, | 
went back into the apartment and tried 
to fight his way out through the rear, 
but was overcome with smoke and seri- 
ously burned. Littenfeld carried Deliz | 
through the hallway to the street, and | 
he was hurried in an ambulance to 
Harlem Hospital. 

The fire in the Highty-fourth Street | 
tenement also began in the basement, 
traveled up the dumbwaiter shaft and 
mushroomed out on the floors. Phyllis 
Fish, 13 years old, became bewildered 
when climbing down the fire escape and 
her screams attracted the attention of 
Fireman Matthew J. Redmond of En-| 

ine Company 17, who carried the girl | 
rom the third floor to the roof of the} 
adjoining house, Assistant Fire Chief 
Martin was in charge of the apparatus 
at the fire. Traffic on Lexington Ave- 
nue was tied up for half an hour. The 
damage was estimated at $10.000.

The pageant of ‘‘ America’s Making,” 
conceived by the late Franklin K. Lan 
as a tribute to the races who have made 
the United States, opened last night at 
the Seventy-first Regiment Armory.

As is| 
usual at these gatherings of journalists | 
and diplomatists, there was a frank and 
free discussion of the subjects which are 
uppermost in the minds of those seeking | 
to direct and to reflect public opinion. | 

Jean de Marsillac, President of the 
association, welcoming Baron Hayashi, 
said that every one respected the Japa- | 
nese for their patriotism and their love | 
and reverence for their country. | 
Patriotism, he remarked, did not seem 
very fashionable today. There had been | 
@ curious confusion in some countries | 
between patriotism and thirst for war. | 
France, his own country, was a “ last- | 
ditcher ’’ for peace, and he was sure 
that France’s desire was shared by} 
Japan. who during the last few weeks | 
had given undeniable proofs that she| 
wanted to remain on good terms with | 
the rest of the world. No one, he said, | 
had worked harder for that peace than 
the guest of honor. 

When the countries did not under- 
stand eacn other, he continued, there | 
might surely be the possibility of a} 
third country, which was equally friend- 
ly and which wanted to remain equa!ly 
friendly with both, building a bridge 
for peace and friendship to pass over.

Subway Considered. 


Speaking at a luncheon of the Brook- 
ftyn Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
Governor Nathan L. Miller warned its 
members that New York must develop 
its port facilities or its people would be 
forced in time to pay more for all com- 
modities and might be compelled to help 
pay for the development of a canal, de- 
signed particularly to divert commerce 
from the port of New York other 
cities, 

The Governor declared that it 
be hazardous to discuss a matter 
great public interest before election, and | 
that he did not intend to have anything | 
he might say to be construed as of the 
slightest political significance. He 
claimed any intention of trying to take | 
from New York City and other munici- | 
palities the control of their waterfronts, 
but defended the Port Authority, the | 
commissioners of which he appointed, 
as the agency through which the port 
must be developed. 

The Governor asserted that the iIn- 
creasing congestion on the lower Man- 
hattan waterfront was injuring the port 
as a whole. He suggested that ulti- 
mately that in addition to the proposed 
belt railroad to encircle the port, there 
should be a freight tunnel connection | 
between the terminals of the New Jer- 
sey railroads and- Brooklyn, and said 
that the port authority had a plan for 
Manhattan, which he intimated pro- 
vided for the construction of a freight 
subway. He declared that the present | 
port problem was largely a railroad 
problem. More than 500 persons at- 
tended the luncheon, and the Governor's 
suggestions were well received. | 

‘“‘It is a rather hazardous thing for | 
me to undertake to talk to you gen-}| 
tlemen upon any subject of great 
public interest within a few days 
of your municipal election,’’ the 
ernor said, ‘‘lest what I might say 
should be misjudged and lest. po- 
litical significance might be attached 
to what i might say. 1 want to say 
at the outset that nothing that I may 
say to you is intended to have the 
glightest political significance. 

‘“‘I consider that the great question 
which you people in this great centre 
are to settle a week from Tuesday is a 
question solely for your own determina- 
tion, and I have no disposition to inter- 
fere in the solution of that question even 
by the way of giving gratuitous advice.

**Of the problems which you are in- 
terested in, particularly the people of 
Brooklyn ought to be interested in, I 
know of no safer subject to discuss than 
the question of the proper development 
of the port and terminal facilities of the 
Port of New York. There ought to be 
no politics in that question, although 
gome may try to play politics with it. 
But it fs a question to be settled upon 
its merits, divorced from political con- 
sideration, and therefore I think it is a 
gafe subject for me to talk to you about. 

‘““'The results to the people of this com- 
munity from the archaic and inadequate 
terminal facilities and methods of your 
port district are so— I was going to say 
indirect, but they are not indirect, they 
are quite direct, but they are not plainly 
discernible to the people whom they af- 
fect the most, and so it is a subject upon 
which it is not easy to concentrate pub- 
lic opinion. People do not realize what 
the proper development of these facili- 
ties might mean to them. They do not 
realize the burden which is now cast

‘So great is the burden imposed upon 
that commerce that it has been the 
cause of starting various movements in 
various sections of our country to se- 
cure relief. It has been the cause of 
a movement which is now backed by 
the solid organization of sixteen middle 
Western States who are contributing 
funds from their State treasuries to 
find what they call another outlet to the 
sea, in order to get away from the bur- 
dens which are imposed upon their com- 
merce at the Por of New ork rit 
movement has already gathered such 
headway that the proposed project to 
construct a deep sea canal to connect 
the Great Lakes with the sea by way 

f the St. Lawrence is in danger, at 
east a very serious danger, of being 
consummated.

amined upon admittance and, if they}; 
are found suffering from any communi 
cable diseases, they should be isolated | 
from other prisoners.’’ 

The report points out that the prison- 
ers are jumbled together and that only] 
a thin board partition separates one! 
class of prisoners from another. This, | 
Mr. Kennedy insists, is not a proper kind} 
oF segregation. He continues: } 

‘* Sections 91 and $2 of the county law 
provide that ‘a sufficient number of | 
rcoms’ shall be provided for the vari | 
ous classes enumerated under the law. 
It does not seem that a fragile board 
partition across the inside cell 
could be considered a room, as required | 
under the law, so that the lower male} 
tiers as now in use must be considered 
as a single room. The law further pro-|! 
vides that ‘convicts under sentence! 
shall not be allowed to converse with! 
any. other person except in the presence ! 
of a keeper.’ This provision of law, of | 
course, is not being observed here. |

“The annual report of the commis- 
sicn on this jail for 1920 showed vio- 
lations of the law in classifying prison- 
ers on 126 days out of 274, up to Sept. 
30, and four additional violations in Oc- | 
tober of that year. On inspection made 
Dec. 4, 1920, two violations were found, 
making almost continual violations 
throughout the whole year 1920. All| 
of these violations were subsequent to | 
the commencement of the action against 
the county, which is still pending in 
the courts. 

** With the permission of the commis- 
sion, the condition found on Oct. 11, 
1921, was- called to the attention of the 
Hon. Norman S. Dike, Justice of the 
Supreme Court, New York, then sitting 
at a term of court in Nassau County. 

‘“‘This jail, as at present constructed 
and with its limited facflities, is bound 
to have almost continual violations of 
law in classifying and segregating pris- 
oners. It is inconceivable that so rich, 
prosperous and growing a county as 
Nassau should longer care, or be per- 
mitted, to continue this state of affairs. 

‘‘It is recommended that this report 
be sent to the Attorney General for 
such action as he deems proper under 
the circumstances.”’

There will be five new towers, to replace 
the present ones, which were instailed 


|}at the expense of Dr. John A. Harriss, 


Special Deputy Police Commissioner, 
who instituted the new traffic arrange- 


ments on Fifth Avenue, and subsequent- 
ly in Times Square and the theatre zone 
during the first half of the night. The 
new towers will be presented by the 
Fifth Avenue Association as a gift to 
the city. 

Photographs of the winning design, 
submitted by Joseph H. Freediander, 
681 Fifth Avenue, are now on exnibition 
in the offices of the association, 358 
Fifth Avenue. A cash prize of $500 
goes to the winner, and in addition Mr. 
Freedlander will be retained by the as- 
sociation. as architect to prepare the 
working drawings and to supervise the 
construction of the five towers. The 
second prize. $300, was awarded to 
Ralph T. Walker, 1,123 Broadway, and 
the third, $200, to Electus D. Litchfield, 
477 Fifth Avenue. Designs were sub- 
mitted by architects as far west as 
Chicago in the competition, which was 
conducted according to the rules of the 
American Institute of Architects and 
supervised by Eliot Cross, architectural 
adviser of the committee. 

‘The new signal towers,’’ says the 
association’s announcement, ‘‘ are to be 
constructed almost entirely of bronze, 
with a granite base of four feet square 
and three feet high. They will be 
twenty-three fect in height. The base 
is to have granite ‘“‘ striking blocks ’’ at 
each corner to fend off traffic and to 
protect the tower itself. The lower part 
of the structure will be open so as to 
allow an unobstructed view upand. down 
the avenue. The space at the top which 
is to house the traffic policemen will 
be enclosed in glass windows, so 
operated as to allow the policeman in 
the tower to open or close all of them 
at one time with a single swing of a 
lever. The towers will be heated by 
means of an electric stove.’’ 


SHOE WORKERS FIGHT CUT.

A. special force af fe ‘vy deiantives and 
uniformed policemen guarded the Fifth 
Avenue zone last year when holiday 
shopping was at its height. The addi- 
tional protection was made necessary 
because of a series of hold-ups which 
so alarmed the business men of the city 
that they have been armed since then 
for their own protection. The special 
force was continued until Jan. 1, when 
its work devolved upon a squad organ- 
ized under Sergeant Bresnan. The jyes- 
ence of Bresnan and his men has gaven 
to Fifth Avenue merchants a sense of 
security they never felt before, says 
Captain: William J. Pedrick, general 
manager of the Fifth Avenue 
tion, 358 Fifth Avenue, 
THe New YORK 
there hadn’t been a complaint of robbery 
among the members of his association 
since the advent of the special squad. 

‘* Acting on the special request Of this 
association to Police Commissioner thn- 
rignt,’’ Captain Pedrick said, ‘* Chief 
inspector Laney detailed a squad of de- 
tecuves, under Detective Sergeant Bres- 
nan, who are operating daily in tne 
tbitth Avenue district in the imterest of 
our membership. These detectfves have 
given valuable assistance to many of 
our members. They are here to assist 
in investigating and preventing any kind 
of crime. They have done good work 
and are entitled to the commendation 
of every one.” 

The assistance given by the squad to 
members of the Fifth Avenue Associa- 
tion included the detection of robberies 
plotted by dishonest employes and the 
recovery of goods valued at thousands 
of dollars. The disclosure of tnese 
crimes and the apprehension of the 
criminals was made possible by the co- 
operation given the police squad by 
members of the association. The detec- 
tives of Bresnans organization § are 
known to virtually every member of the 
Fifth Avenue Association. 

A merchant who discovers a leak in 
his stock of goods, and has cause to 
suspect an employe, no longer hesitates 
to place his case in the hands of the 
detective whose rounds inalude the mer- 
chant’s establishment.

From Ezra H. Fitch, President of 
Abercrombie & Fitch, it was learned 
that the vigilance of Bresnan’s squad 
had saved that company from losses by 
theft several times when the detectives 
recognized crooks loitering-in the store 
awaiting a chance to pick up an article 
of value. 

‘* Bresnan and his squad have cleaned 
up the neighborhood,’’ said Mr. Fitch. 
“They work in the closest co-operation 
with our private police, and they have 
prevented a lot of thefts. I’m a strong 
believer in the New York police, and I 
think they are more sinned against 
than sinning.’’

Through Test Tube. 


Recent tests in Pittsburgh have con- 
vinced the Commissioners and engineers 
of the New York and New Jersey Ve- 
hicle Tunnel Commission that the pro- 
posefl tunnel, despite its depth 
length, can be ventilated to the point of 
absolute safety. 

The Pittsburgh tests were made solely 
to solve the ventilation problem, and 
tegok place under the same conditions 
that would exist in the propoged Hudson 
tunnel. 

An experimental tunnel was prepared. 
It was circular in shape and 400 feet 
long. Fight automobiles, forty feet 
apart, were driven through it at speeds 
varying from ten to fifteen miles an 
hour, and it was ventilated to have a 
proportion of not more than four parts 
of carbon monoxide in 10,000 parts of 
fresh air, the maximum adopted for the 
Hudson River tunnel. 

This measure was maintained through- 
out the test and those in the tunnel 
emerged after the test without having 
suffered any discomfort.

“ The~ Commissioners spent two hotirs 
in the tunvel undergoing the foutine 
test to which every member of the staff 
has been subjected during the investi- 
gation. These tests consist of an ex- 
amination by the medical staff to de- 
termine the temperature and pulse beat 
at the time of entering the tunnel, fol- 
lowed at the conclusion of the test by 
observations as to pulse and tempera- 
ture and in addition the taking of blood 
samples in order to ascertain. the 
amount -of carbon monoxide saturation 
of the blood. 

“The tests were conducted in accord- 
ance with the regular routine method, 
the Commissioners riding in the auto- 
mobiles for forty minutes out of the 
seventy minutes that the cars were 
actually being driven, following which 
they investigated the entire plan, 
familiarizing themselves with all the 
observations in progress during the 
test. At the conclusion of the car tests, 
a demonstration of how quickly the 
tunnel atmosphere ‘would clear was 
given by setting off smoke bombs which 
gave off a very dense smoke in the 
tunnel roadway, but without in any way 
changing the volume of air entering the 
tunnel, this smoke was cleared out in 
a very few minutes.” 

The plan of ventilation, in miniature, 
was shown yesterday by Morris Froeh- 
lich, Secretary of the commission, to 
numerous visitors. It provides for a 
fresh-air duct running along the lower 
section of the tunnel with innumerable 
outlets through which the air may es- 
cape. This air percolates through crev- 
ices in the floor of the middle chamber, 
which is the vehicular passageway. The 
foul air is driven to an upper chamber. 
The fresh air will be driven into the 
tunnel by pumps and the bad air sucked 
out by a similar method. 

In demonstrating the tests in the office 
of the commission in the Hall of Rec- 
oords, the three chambers of the tunnel 
are enclosed in a framework with glass 
ends. Smoke from bombs is driven into 
the lower chamber, ascends quickly to 
the middle chamber, and then rushes out 
through the upper chamber. This meth- 
od, it is said, guarantees perfect venti- 
lation in every part of the tunnel. 

Those present at the Pittsburgh tests, 
which were made by the Bureau of 
Mines, were Commissioners Frank M. 
Williams, Weller H. Noyes, Samuel M. 
Shay, Frank S. Gallaher and Charles 
S. Stevens, and Emerson Richards, 
counsel to the New Jersey Commission. 
The revresentatives of the Bureau of 
Mines were Dr. H. Foster Bain, Di- 
rector, and Chief Engineer George S. 
Rice. Others were the commission's 
consulting engineers, William H. 
and J. Vipond WDavies:; Daniel L. 
Turner, consulting engineer of the 
Transit Commission, and about twenty 
cthers.

MOTOR TRUCK PRICES CUT. 
The Federal and the Republic An- 
nounce Liberal Reductidns. 


Closely following the 
week in the prices of three well-known 
makes of passenger cars, the Packard 


Single Six, Cole and Hupmobile, radical 
reductions were announced yesterday by 
the makers of two popular motor trucks, 
the Federal and the Republic.

from $2,795, and 3% to 4-ton, $3,095, 
from $3,845. 

The Hupmobile passenger car prices 
have been lowered from $520 to $735. 
The roadster and touring car now sell 
for $1,250, a reduction of $520; the new 
price of the coupé is $2,100, a reduction 
of $710, and the sedan has teen reduced 
by $735, the new price being $2,150.

Losey, said, to cause his son to leave 
there. His conduct had been exemplary, 
according to his instructors and fellow- 
students, and he stood high Ifn his studies. 

‘“‘TIf Kenneth came to Buffalo of his 
own volition, I believe he surely would 
have’ stopped off at Utica. where his 
sister lives,’’ said Mr. Losey. 

Detectives are gearching hotels and 
rooming houses for a trace of Losey’s 
baggage. The only clues to Losey’s 
whereabouts just before he was stabbed 
to death are two theatre 
dated Oct. 14 and 15, and a rebate check 
on a Niagara Falls trolley car. These 
were in his pocket when the body was 
found in the river Thursday evening. 

After identifying the body at the 
morgue, Mr. Losey. went to Police Head- 
quarters. There the question of pos- 
sible suicide again came up, and it de- 
veloped that there was some difference 
of opinion between the police and the 
medical examiner as to the cause of 
death.

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JAPAN IN SIBERIA 
STILL A PROBLEM 


Will Her Troops be Evacuated | 
Before the Washington | 
Conference Begins? | 


PLEDGED TO WITHDRAWAL | 


Prince Yamagata’s Statement Has 
Given Renewed Hope of Settle- 
ment of One Pacific Question. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—With the ar- 
Wival in Washington of the vanguard of 
the delegations from the powers to the 
Conference on Limitation of Armament, 
with its accompanying inevitable dis- 
cussion of Pacific and Far Eastern prob- 
lems, diplomats and statesmen here 
again see Russian questions coming to 
the front, but this time in a new form— 
the status of the Russian Far East. 

The status of this huge area, that Is | 
the maritime littoral of the great and | 
@carcely scratched area of Siberia, can 
hardly be evaded by the conference. 
Russia will not be represented, because 
she is prostrate under the blight of the 
experiment in Sovietism and without a 
government, in esse, qualified to voice 
the traditional ideals and sentiments of | 
the Slav. There is no doubt, however, | 
that, so far as the United States Gov-| 
ernment is concerned, the just interests | 
ef the Russian will be adequately cared | 
fer by the conference unless the great | 
powers invited to participate are un- 
willing to follow the leadership of the 
American Government in seeking to | 
reach a solution that will not ignore | 





legitimate Russian rights. 

There is no doubt that Secretary | 
Hughes and the American delegation to| 
the conference will seek a settlement of | 
Pe:ific and Far Eastern questions, not | 
on the basis of mere expediency but that | 
of solid and lasting settlement, Re-| 
@pecting the problenis of the Russian | 
Var East, both the Japanese delegates |

and the officials of our own State De-/| 
partment have shown no desire to dis- | 
cuss in advance the principles which | 
will govern other respective policies in| 
the conference. The general attitude of 
the American Government on the Rus- 
€-n question is, however, thoroughly 
understood in Informed quarters, It was 
get forth in the absolutely definite and | 
determined declaration by the State on | 
partment as recently as Sept. 20 in its 
communication of that date to the China | 
Government i: Siberia. | 

“In the absence of a single, recog- | 
nized Russian Governmeni,’”’ said Sec- | 
retary Hughes in this communication, 
“the protection of legitimate Russian 
interests must devolve as a moral trus- 
teeship upon the whole conference, It 


is regrettable that the conference, for 
Feasons quite beyond the control of the 
participating powers, is to be deprived 
of the advantage of Russian co-opera- 
tion in its deliberations, but it is not to 
be conceived that the conference will 
make decisions prejudicial to legitimate 
Russian interests or which would in 
any manner violate Russian rights. It 
ig the hope and expectation of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States that the} 
conference will establish general prin- | 
ciples of international action which will | 
deserve and have the support of the/! 
people of eastern Siberia and of all Rus- | 
aia, by reason of their justice and effi- | 
cacy in the settlement of outstanding | 
difficulties.’’ | 

Diplomatic and other informed ob-| 
servers in Washington have accepted | 
this statement as being not only a re-| 
iteration of the traditional friendship | 
and sympathy of the United States} 
toward Russia, but also as new evidence | 
Pod the principle of protection of Russian 

ntegrity and the inviolability of her 
rights, which also has been consistently 
achered to by the State Department 
throughout the whole period of the 
Bolshevist attempt to dominate Russia. 
They see further in this most uncompro- 
mising and firm declaration a reflection 
of cartain far-reaching considerations 
relating to the very essence of the Pa- 
eific problems to come before the con- 
ference, that is the fundamental rela- 
tions between races. 

Siberia a White Man’s Land. 

Issues on which decisions 
gought in the Washington conference | 
for regulation of matters in the Far 
Bast have as their underlying feature— 
and in informed circles no attempt is 
made to disregard the fact—a delimita- 
tion between the white and yellow races, 
and the Russian Far East presents a 
fundamental problem in this realm of in- 
ternational relations. The man in the 
street regards Siberia as a whole and 
the Russian Far East especially, when 
he thinks of it at all, as a barren waste, 
practically without population; in fact 
@ sort of ‘‘ No Man’s Land” which 
might be a potential outlet for Japa- 
nese overpopulation. No view could be 
more erroneous, as the American and 
European conferees, better informed, 
very well know. 

Siberia is the habitat of a numerous 
and rapidly increasing white population, 
maintaining in Northern Asie the stand- 
ards of white civilization. The coloni- 
zation of Siberia began about three cen- 
turies ago. Within the past two decades, 

ince the opening of the great Trans- 

fberian railway, the country has been 
receiving a constant influx of white im- 
migration from overcrowded parts of 
central Russia, and her economics and 
gocial life have been developing corre- 


ror 

1897 the total population of Siberia 
was below 10,000,000. In 1915 it ap- 
proached 15,000,000, of whom about 75 
per cent. were white. There are now 
about 11,000,000 white persons living in 
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Northern Asia—more than in Canada, 
New Zealand and British South Africa 
combined. The white population of Si- 
beria has increased in the same eighteen 
years—that is between 1897 and 1915— 
about 5,500,000, or more than the whole 
white population of Australia. 

As to what is called the Russian Far 
East, that part of the Asiatic continent 
east of Lake Baikal, there were in it in 
1915 nearly 1,600,000 whites, nearly as 
m>ny as in New Zealand and South Af- 
rica together, this white population be- 
tng 80 per cent. of the whole. Since 
1897, in fact, the increase in the white 
population of the Russian Far East has 
more than doubled and its rapid growth 
has been especially in the maritime prov- 
inces bordering the sea and now held 
by the Japanese forces. The white pop- 
ulation of these provinces in 1897 was 
only 126,000. In 1915 it exceeded 600,- 
000. The percentage of increase of the 
Russian population in these maritime 

rovinces in the last eighteen years has 

een more than 400 per cent. 


What Russia Has Done There, 
These figures show rather graphically 


lthat what is quite generally thought of 


as a barren waste is distinctly a white 
man’s land opened up and civilized by 
the white man’s effort and colonized to 
a degree which favorably compares with 


| the colonization of the dominions by the 
i] 


Anglo-Saxon race. There is a striking 
parallel, in fact, 


of these dominions and Siberia. In both, 


the pioneer, the pathfinder and the ad-| 
|venturer opened up vast stretches of 


land and overcome difficulties of climate 
and the rigor of the elements. In both 
cases, after the white man had opened 
up the country and laid the framework 
of civilization the white communities 
were compelled to face the pressure of 
a yellow influx. The Siberians have 
found themselves forced to protect the 
newly opened regions against the inflow 
of an alien race, just as the Australians, 
the Canadians and the Americans on the 
Pacific Coast have had to face the same 
kind of problem. 

It is not overlooked in this connection 
that for centuries before the Russians 
appeared on the border of the Pacific the 
Siberian maritime provinces lay empty, 
although situated in closé proximity to 
the great population centers of China 
and Japan, and that no real effort was 
nade to open them up for life and cul- 
ture. Conditions of climate had undoubt- 
edly much to do with this failure of the 
yellow man to penetrate. The yellow 
race has ever seemed better adapted to 
the surroundings of the milder tem- 
perate zone and it has been left to the 
effort of the white Nordic races to con- 
quer the resistance of the cold wilder- 
ness of the more northern regions. 

Only when the Russians had opened 
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| ship and material culture. 
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up the country, built railroads, estab- 
lished cities and introduced the founda- 
tions of western civilization did these 
regions become attractive to their yel- 
low neighbors. ‘ 


Japan’s Temporary Occupation, 


Since 1918, however, the Ruselan Far 
Hast has been occupied by Japanese 
troops. The Japanese entered in August 
of that yeer conjointly with the Ameri- 
can forces commanded by Major General 
Graves. The reason for this was war 
expediency, the necersity of providing 


for the evacuation of the Czecho-Slovak 
military forces and the Bolshevist dan- 
ger, then regarded as a serious threat. 
It was explicitly understood, however, 
when these forces were sent into the Si- 
berian provinces that the joint American 


| and —— occupation of the country 


was only temporary, solemn pledges be- 
ing given by the Japanese to this effect, 
and that the troops would be withdrawn 
as soon as the urgency of the military 
situation should permit their with- 
drawal. 

On repeated occasions since then, 
statements by Japanese officials have 
confirmed the temporary character of 
the occupation and have intimated that 
|the military forces would soon be evacu- 
ated, but they are still there. The con- 
| tinued presence of these Japanese troops 
{has given some concern to American 
| statesmen and should they not be evacu- 
ated before the conference can hardly 
|} miss being taken into serious considera- 
tion by it. 
| It is accepted that there is now no 
|reason that can justify the further pres- 
jence of Japanese troops in the regions, 
and their presence, besides being often 
|interpreted as representative of the de- 
sire of Japanese militarists to gain a 
paramount foothold in the Russian Far 
East, leads directly to the fundamental 
question of the relations between the 
races. The Russian Far East being 
essentially a white man’s country, it is 
felt that any desire by the Japanese 
militarists for perpetuation of military 
control of the region would mean the 
establishment of a precedent of control 
by a yellow power over a white popu- 
lation. 





No Question of Discrimination. 


It is generally recognized by informed 
and sober students of this situation that 
Japan has already shown to the world 
that the yellow race can reach the upper 
levels of modern civilization, statesman- 
The intellec- 
tual achievements of the Japanese com- 


pare favorably with the best standards 
of white civilization. In the best opin- 
ion here these facts are recognized. 
Racial differences, however, do arise and 





until now it has been accepted by the 
white man that there can be no yellow 
domination over. white man’s land. 
There is a feeling here that any at- 
tempt to violate this fundamental prin- 
ciple would lead to far reaching conse- 
quences. , 

For these reasons great interest has 
been taken here in the important state- 
ment published in THs New York TIMES 
of Oct. 13, from Prince Yamagata, who 
is recognized as being in the forefront 
of the famous Japanese Elder States- 
men. The Japanese Field Marshal 
reiterated that the sending of troops 
into Siberia had no other motive than 
aiding the Czechoslovak troops in re- 
storing and maintaining peace and 
order. 

‘““The moment she (Japan) is satis- 
fied,”’ continued Prince Yamagata, 
‘that the Russians do not have to rely 
upon Japanese troops for the mainte- 
nance of order, and that Japan has 
nothing to fear from the more or less 
chaotic state in Siberia, these troops 
will be withdrawn, and I sincerely hope 
that that moment will come soon.” 

This statement by one of the highest 
authorities in Japan is regarded here as 
of tremendous importance. It is gener- 
ally recognized that scarcely any other 
step which Japan could make would do 
| more toward dispelling anxiety and 
creating an atmosphere of confidence 
and good feeling at the approaching con- 
ference, than the official announcement 
of a decision by Japan that her troops 
are to be withdrawn immediately from 
Russian territory. It is felt that such 
a move would eliminate many anxieties 
regarding the fundamental relations be- 
tween races in the Far Eastern problem.

INSURED FOR $25,000 


Eighteen Companies Take Unique 
Griffith Risk on Filming of 
‘The Two Orphans.’ 


For a proper screen presentation of 
“The Two Orphans ”’ a real snow storm 
is needed, for only on the stage can the 
two orphans be lost in a fall of paper 
snow. So vitally necessary is it that 
there be a real snow storm that D. W. 
Griffith, Inc., who is engaged in pro- 
ducing ‘‘ The Two Orphans” at his stu- 
dio in Mamaroneck, has just taken out 
an insurance policy for $25,000 to in- 
sure against the loss that failure to 
snow between now and Nov. 20 wouki 
entail. Just how much snow the policies 
specify must fall was not made public. 

The policy was issued through Frank 
Wilson, a broker, of 1.476 Broadway, 
who divided the $25,000 risk amon 
eighteen companies.

‘Deficit of 20,000,000 Marks 


Monthly Wiped Out by Fare 
Rise and Reorganization. 


RAILROAD RATES UP 30% 


Welephone Calls Cheap In American 


, Money— Port of Hamburg 


Coming Back Fast. 


Thorough reorganization upon a basis 
Of efficiency, coupled with a moderate 
§ncrease in fare, has enabled the City of 
Berlin to turn the monthly deficit of 
20,000,000 marks being incurred in oper- 
ating its street railways when the con- 
solidation of various outlying sections of 
the German capital was effected in Oc- 
tober, 1920, into a.substantial surplus 
during the last few months, according 
to data contained in an article written 
for the Berlin Vorwurts by Hugo 
Peotzsch, a2 member of the Board of Al- 
‘dermen. The increase of fare to 80 
pfennigs (about % a cent at present 
exchange rates), soon cut the deficit to 
12,000,000 marks, and technical efficiency 
and cutting of unnecessary expenses did 
the rest. Before the World War the 
street car fare in Berlin was 10 
pfennigs, but then 100 pfennigs were 
worth 23.8 cents. 

The trackage of the consolidated sys- 
tem totaled 1,250 kilometers, there were 

2,580 cars equipped with motors, 1,800 
trailers and a large number of locomo- 
tives, freight cars, &c., but practically 
all of the equipment was in bad condi- 
“tion, due to lack of repair work during 
and immediately after the war. A com- 
mittee appointed by the Board of 
dermen reported that it would c 
about 400,000,000 marks to put the 
tem into fairly good shape. As 
municipal finances were far from pros- 
perous and it was considered almost im- 
possible 
it was decided that the necessary better- 
ments would have to be taken care of | 
out of the system’s revenues, and the 
work of reorganization was begun. 

First came a reduction of the number 
of directors’ offices from nine to two, 
with a consequent diminution of the em- 
ployes and officers; in a few months! 
1,6U0 persons were ‘dropped from the 
Payrolis. Experts were ' 
pairing the rolling stock, and motor 
troubles were reduced from an average 
of 150 per week in 1920 to fifty, only 
thirty-six cars per week being sent 
the shops, compared with seventy 
, year before. Frequent car ) 
*resulted in a material decrease il 
consumption of oil and tires, and 
amount of electric current used was 
eut 15 per cent. per car kilometer, ef- 
fecting a saving of about 12,000,000 
marks a year and permitting the closing 
down of the powerhouse in Charlotten- 
burg. Reduction of service on lines 
where the receipts were below the ex- 
penses resulted in an annual saving of 
ome 32,000,000 marks.

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SEES GERMAN HOAX 
IN FAKE ARMISTICE 


Former Army Intelligence Of- 
ficer Believes False News 
Was Propagandists’ Work. 


The belief that the “ fake’’ armistice 
report on Noy. 7, 1918, was a hoax of 
German propagandists who wished to 
stir sentiment in the allied countries 
for the real armistice—which came four 
days later—is expressed by Arthur 
Hornblow Jr.;“army intelligence officer 
at Brest during the war, in an article 
in the November issue of The Century 
Magazine. 

It was at Brest that the erroneous 
report received credence that carried it 
almost around the world and stirred 
peoples of the United States and other 
parts of the allied nations to rejoicing 
unmatched in the ages. Mr. Hornblow 
tells of the receipt of the report by Ad- 
miral Wilson 
|} mander who was naval attaché at the 
Embassy in Paris, of the Admiral’s 
courtesy in showing the telegram to Roy 
Howard, President of the United Press, 
and of Howard’s energy in leaping to 
what he believed would be the greatest 
news ‘ beat”’ ‘““scoop’’ in news- 
paper history.

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FRENCH TRAINS RUN 
ON TIME ONCE MORE 


Through Service to Marseilles, 
Riviera, Madrid and Lisbon 
Like Pre-War Days. 


Leon J. Garcey, general manager of 


the International Sleeping Car Company 
and American representative of the 
French, Pelgian and Italian State rail- 
ways, who returned on the Fabre liner 
Providence ‘from a business tour through 
Iturepe, said yesterday that the most 
noticeable feature abroad was the re- 
turn to prewar standards of the trans 
portation systems. This had _ been 
pushed ahead, in his opinion, to en- 
courage Americans to vist Europe as 
they did in thousands every year before 
August, 1914. All through trains in 
France are running practically on pre- 
war schedules, Mr. Garcey said. 

*“* Already last Winier,’’ he continued, 
“‘the Calais-Mediterranée Express, one 
of the famous fast trains, had resumed 
service to the Riviera, and this train is 
to be put on again this Winter. The 
“Cote d’Azur Rapide,’ which was the 
fastest 550-mile train in the world before 
the war, will be operated this Winter. 
This train completes the run between 
Paris and Marseilles, distant from each 
other 535 miles, in a little over ten 
hours, or at an average speed of over 
fifty-three miles an hour. The Rome 
Express will be run daily beginning 
Jan. 1, 1922. Oct. 80 of this year the 
‘Sud Atlantic Express,’ a limited train 
between Paris and Lisbon, will be op- 
cratea in each direction three times a 
week. Another limited train, the ‘ Sud 
Morocco Express,’ will be operated daily 
between Paris and Madrid and three 
times a week between Paris and Alge- 
ciras (Gibraltar). <A daily sleeping car 
service now connects Ostend with Riga.

Explains How It Is Done. 

How is it done? Only Adrian V. Sam- 
oiloff, the Russian artist who has 
‘worked the thing out,. and the Moss 
Empires, who hold the patent, can tell 
in detail, but it is possible to give a 
general idea of this startling new stage 
effect. When M. Samoiloff was asked 
about it, he said: 

‘It’s inerely a matter of establishing 
and utilizing a harmony between light, 
line and color. Is it new? Well, all 
the elements of it have been known for 
years; I have merely brought them to- 


gether and worked them out scientifical- | 


ly and systematically. Do you remem- 
ber, for instance, the pastcards we had 
as children, which showed one inscrip- 
tion in one light and another {fn an- 
other? Well, that’s part of it. Then 
during the war we heard a lot about 
‘dazzle’ and camouflage, and how a 
few apparently random lines of paint 


would alter to the distant observer the 
shape of the outline of a vessel. That’s 
part of it, too. I have merely worked 
along these and similar lines until I got 
the results I wanted.”

“That’s quite simple,’’ replied ™M. 
Samoiloff. ‘‘To the colors I use in 
the. mountain scene [ applied two meth- 
ods of analysis. First, I took their 
1 stir then I analyzed the paints used 
chemically. From the spectra I found 
into what colors the first would split 
up by the application of the proper kind

When you 
have worked this out very carefully, as 
I did, it will be quite simple for you to 
make a plain blouse look like a mass of 
embroidery. 


Light Changes Costume. 


** Perhaps you noticed in the Oriental 
scene three of the dancers who seemed 
to be clothed in quite different ways; 
one looked as if ,she were wearing 
merely a skirt, another was draped to 
her shoulders, and so on. Yet when the 
light was changed all three were found 
to be clad in modern gowns, the only 
difference. between them being the col- 
ors of their costumes, It’s really merely 
an application of the knowledge of how 
light affects color.’’ 

‘“‘ But: that does not explain why the 
heroine grew stout in her Hindu days.” 

‘‘Ah, ‘dazzle’ partly explains that. 
Think of what was done in the war and 
you will realize how much can be ac- 
complished by the mere study of line. 
But in this particular case the color 
of the underciothing had a good deal 
to do with the resulte- obtained.’’ 

To effect these transformations no 
special type of light is required. Lamps 
of special design and size, indeed, have 
been invented, but the light itself is 
merely the closest approximation to 
natural daylight that can be produced 
artificially. Much more important is 
the way in which it is modified. It is 
thrown on the stage through many 
screens, in which 300 different hues are 
blended scientifically, so as to produce 
precisely the atmosphere required to ob- 
tain the vividness of coloring brought 
out in both scenes. It pervades the 
whole stage and thus permits the char- 
acters to move about freely in their 
dance and yet ;retain the whole time 
the apparent change in their costume. 

How far this use of ilght can be 
earried or what other bizarre efferte jt 
has put in the power of stage producers 
fis as yet undetermined. It is still in its 
infancy and it promises a rich field for 
development. M. Samoiloff at his 
studio has worked out more than 5,000 
diagrams of light and color combina- 
tions and has reduced the whole process 
toa system. He has filled several books 
with formulae as the result of his re- 
searches, and it is comparatively easy 
for him now to design and execute the 
most complicated bright and spectacular 
transformations by the use of his 
method, ;

ROOSEVELT MEMORIA’ 


Board Named to Take Up Na 
tional Monument in Capital— 
Story of Cowboy Life Ready.

Plans for a three-fold memorial to 
Theodore Roosevelt were developed at 4 
meeting of the trustees of the Roosevelt 
Memorial Committee held in connection 
with the sixty-third anniversary of his 
birth, according to announcement giving 
the names of a committee of architects 
appointed to confer with the trustees in 
regard to a national monument in Wash- 
ington. This committee includes C. 
Grant La Farge, Frederick Law Olm- 
sted and Lorado Taft. Other members 
are to be added. 

Progress also is being made in the 
creation of a memorial park in Oyster 
Bay, where a library and museum of 
Roosevelt relics may be established. The 
work of the Bureau of Roosevelt Re- 
search and Information will be con- 
tinued, including the collection of Roose- 
velt relics and the publication of books 
and pamphlets dealing with his life. The 
announcement of the trustees says: 

‘* Among the first of these publications 
to appear will be the story of Roose- 
velt’'s Western career entitled * Roese 
velt in the Bad Lands,’ which will b« 
published in a few days. This book was 
written by Hermann Hagedorn, Secre- 
tary of the association, after an ex- 
tended tour through the Roosevelt coun- 
try. It contains many hitherto unpub- 
lished episodes in the life of the Colonel 
and gives for the first time the com- 
plete and authentic story of his life as 
a cowboy. 

‘‘ Following this will come an author- 
ized version of the Colonel’s Kansas Cit) 
editorials entitled ‘ Roosevelt and the 
Kansas City Star.’ This book will con- 
tain an introduction by Ralph E. Stout, 
managing editor of The Star. The book 
is for use in schools and for general 
library purposes. A book dealing witl 
| Roosevelt's boyhood and youth and an- 
other containing extracts from his writ- 
feo are being prepared for use in the 
echools.

With a knowledge of when they were 
to get a demand for their goods, man- 
ufacturers could regulate their produc- 
tion, and a lot of trade practices that 
really do no one any good would be 
eliminated more or less automatically. 
For one thing, manufacturers would 
have a definite knowledge of the volume 
of their goods that was desired, by the 
retail trade, and this would bring about 
a marked reduction in ‘ jobs’ and other 
forms of ‘ distress’ merchandise. 

‘* A meeting of the dress manufactur-

Crep of 250,000 Tons to Go 
to Homes Outside State. 


Home wine making has saved the} 
wine grape growers of California from | 
disaster, according to the Californta |} 


grapes is approximately 250,000 tons. 
The greatest tonnage will be shipped | 
to markets outside the State for home 
wine making purposes, but it is doubt- 
tul if more than 10,000 cars will be used 
this year, compared with the record 
shipments of 12,500 cars in 1920. About 
5,000 cars of wine grapes, principally 
from the interior valleys, have been 
sold in the Eastern markets and are on 
the way, and during the coming month | 
it is expected as many more cars of 
coast county grapes will be shipped. | 
This means that about’150,000 tons will 
be sald outside of California. To supply | 
the homes of San Francisco and the} 
cther large cities of California 20,000 
tons or thereabout will be required. 
Before prohibition California’s 700 
wineries produced on an average in 
normal years 45,000,000 gallons of wine. 
From data obtained from a variety of 
sources it appears that approximately 
9,000,000 gallons of wine will be made 
this year for alleged non-beverage pur- 
roses, 2,000,000 gallons of sweet wines 
and 7,000,000 gallons of dry wines. This | 
will absorb about 70,000 tons of grapes.

The achievements of Venizelos at 
the Peace Conference and the 
advantages he obtained for Greece 
are matters so recent as not to need 
recalling. -But while he was absent 
; from Athens, his enemies were busy. 
neaction had set in. High taxa- 
tion, due to the war, and the pro- 
longed mobilization of the army were 
jseized on by the opposition. In 
October, 1920, King Alexander died. 
Venizelos supported the claim of 
Prince Paul, the King’s younger 
brotner, to the throne. The opposi- 
tion demanded the return of Con- 
stantine. The election took place on 
Oct. 14, 1920, and to the overwhelm- 
ing surprise ef 4ke whole world, the 
maker of modern Greece was de- 
feated at the polls! . 

With this dramatic climax—or anti- 
climax—the volume ends. Venizelos, 
stilt in the prime of life and the 
full development of his powers, is 
living in dignified retirement, await- 
ing perhaps the cal! of his country to 
take once more the helm of State. 
That the summons will come is proh- 
able. How long it may be deferred 
depends largely upon the outcome 
of the pregent ‘Greek adventure in 
Asia Minor.

Once a young society girl who hap- 
pened to see me reading Aristo- 
phanes asked why I always read 
‘*such dreary old books."’ The 
question was a friendly one and a 
sincere, and it deserved a reply with- 
out malice in it instead of the bald} 
statement that as it was impossible! 
to read serious books all the time} 
one had to turn occasionally for re- 
laxation to a light farce like the one 
in my hand. The questioner looked 
as though she doubted my manners 
as well as my veracity, and I, for

In some ways Japanese humor is 
as much like American humor as| 
Odysseus—that Yankee of an older 
day—is like his modern reproduc- 
tion; and Odysseus was thoroughly 
Yankee. He would have been mag- 
nificent at swapping horses, and 
even those Americans who are not 
of Yankee extraction and addict 
themselves to the second-hand cloth- 
ing business or the aberrations of art 
might have something to learn from 
the man who after years of wander- 
ing and disaster, having come almost 
within sight of home and child and 
wife, went off on a round of visits 
to his neighbors, so as to collect 
guest-gifts and return not empty- 
handed to Ithaca.

It is not the 
wit of Voltaire but the humor of 
The Chinese, so

served, are totally devoid of humor; 
generation after generation of young 
people have been taught moral pre- 
cepts, and the stories told to the chil- 
dren for a thousand years and more 
are ones that make ‘‘ The Wide, 
Wide World ’’ or any other Sunday 
school book known to our own un- 
fortunate and youth seem frivilous. 
The only example of Chinese hu- 
mor I recall was unconscious: An 
American collector had bought for a 
sum an ancient landscape, 
which represented the shore of a 
beautiful lake with trees about it. 
and at the edge of the water, in a 
romantic spot, a sign which 
seemed to bear actual ideographs. 
These the collector, expecting to 
find some sublime ode on the beau- 


| ties of nature or the beneficence of 


solitude, cagerly had translated, only 
to find that the churacters read: 
**It is strictly forbidden to drown 
one’s self here,’’ which is much 
as though we should put into one 
of our pictures a Salvation Army 
text or the advertisement of some- 
one’s pills.

Chinese Sunday school stories, like 
much else from the older civilization, 


| came to Japan, but after a time the 


Japanese, particularly the public 
who bought and the artists who de- 
signed the prints of the Ukio-ye or 
popular school, treated them with un- 
becoming levity. Some examples are 
far too improper for the pages of 
this magazine, but there are plenty 
that can be selected with safety to 
illustrate the point, and the human 
element in a Japanese print does as 
much as its extraordinary esthetic 
charm to give it its appeal. 

Among the most moral of the ex- 
amples which from time immemorial 
have been held up to the wondering 
almond-eyed children of China are 
those of the Twenty-four Paragons 
of Filial Piety—young men who not 
only never did anything wrong but 
attained an incredible degree of self- 
less virtue. Some scholar may re- 
fute me, but I can scarcely imagine 
a native of the Celestial Empire see- 
ing anything funny in these stories.

A like response followed the magazine publication of his ‘““German-Russian 
Peace.” <A prominent citizen ordered by wire a reprint of ten thousarid copies 
and mailed them to leaders of thought all over the world. One was sent 
by the author to Viscount Northcliffe with the playful threat that if he sur- 
vived the reading he might receive the author’s pamphlet on the subject. 
To this Northcliffe replied: ‘I have not only survived the perusal, but I am 
longing for the pamphlet.” One was sent to Lord Robert Cecil, who four 
months later startled the world by saying in a London speech, “If Germany 
is allowed to gain complete commercial and industrial hold on Russia, she can 
fight the world forever’’—exactly the contention of this article. Three other 
big things happened to this publication, but lack of space forbids the telling. 

His pamphlet, “‘A Supreme Effort to Win the War,” published in the crisis 
of 1918, is another instance. Its importance was acknowledged in letters from 
Woodrow Wilson, General Crowder, Col. House, Senator Wadsworth and 
others, the thanks of the War Department, an invitation from Mr. Baruch, 
Chairman of the War Industries Board, to come to Washington, and a Wash- 
ington dinner in his honor. But its most remarkable endorsement was in the 
complete reversal within eight weeks of the War Department’s war program 
in exact conformity with the program he urged with unanswerable logic—the 
immediate creation of an army of six million men, four millions to be on the 
firing line in France and Flanders, and two millions at home for training 
reinforcement and defense. 

When complimented on this prompt reversal and adoption of the program 
he urged, the author made light of it as “an interesting coincidence,” and 
added, “The German offensive did it.” Perhaps it did, but at least it showed 
that he guessed exactly right, as he seems to have the habit of doing in all 
his writings. What President Wilson wrote was: “I assure vou that I appre- 
ciate to the full the considerations which you so effectually urge.” 

That pamphlet would make absorbingly interesting reading even now, but 
only the great men of the nation ever saw it. The fine diplomacy and irre- 
sistible common sense with which it won the approval and praise of the very 
men whose official decisions it questioned should give it rank as a great dip- 
lomatic paper. Instance this compliment: ‘We are doing splendidly and 
know that we are. We were doing fairly well last Spring and thought we 
were doing all we could, but when the German offensive told us it was a case 
of life and death we doubled the achievement. We can double it again if 
there is need. Is there the need?” But far beyond its consummate diplomacy. 
was the reasoned presentation of an irresistible array of facts which com- 
pelled the mind to admit that there was the need. There was no impolitic 
hammering. Witness this: ‘To ask is to show faith in the ability of this 
administration to do great things.” Like fine diplomacy will be found in 
every chapter of The Great Deception. That shown in the last chapter 
will justify in the mind of any man who himself possesses qualities of states- 
manship the references to him in letters by many writers as “statesman” 
and to his proposals as “‘statesmanlike.”’

his crisis-inspired writings. Not all of them could be “coincidences.” The 
foregoing story is here told because to hide that light ‘under a bushel” would 
mean to be remiss in interesting the public in a book which many distinguished 
men believe is destined to be a signal contribution to the most vital interests 
of mankind, and whose author, while in a great way associated with important 
men in great and beneficent moves, in some of which he has been the actual 
leader, has hid himself from public view.

Nothing that was said in praise of ‘“ Three Soldiers ” 
by John Dos Passos. conflicts with appreciation of the 
sterling merits cf “ The Wasted Generation,” by Owen 
Johnson. They are as opposite as the poles in purpose, 
though in point of art they are parallel lines—the lines 
that never meet. 


In a sense Johnson has written the answer to Dos 
Passos, even as Dos Passos makes something of an answer 
to Johnson. 


“‘ The Wasted Generation,”’ in spite of its title, is the 
more cheertul book. For one thing, it ends happily, and 
for another, it has some effective love scenes. But the 


strength of the book is the wholesomeness of its social 
philosophy. 


Where Dos Passos tells of the waste and destructive- 
ness of war, Johnson tells of the waste of days of peace 
spent in pampered indolence and selfish indulgence. The 
wasted generation was that before the war, the genera- 
tion that wasted its opportunities, that had no leadership 
and that gave itself up to a gluttonous enjoyment of life 
and a riotous pursuit of pleasure. 


Is the generation coming after the war to follow the 
old example? It were sad to think so, and the sadder 
after reading Johnson’s story. 


It is a well-told tale and in spite of its load of opinions 
is essentially a novel.

PRIZES AND 


| M USI] (: THEIR RESULTS 


By RICHARD ALDRICH. 


VER before, it would seem, 

have there been so many 

‘prizes for musical composi- 

: tions offered in this country 

@s there are now. Announcements of 
Prize competitions, of prize winners, 
of prize compositions performed come 
thick and fast. 
Piayed by the New York Symphony 
Orchestra the symphonic poem, ‘* The 
Hill of Dreams,’’ by Louis Griinberg, 
that won the Flagler prize of $1,000. 
A few weeks ago an audience was in- 


vited to Pittsfield to hear the piano| 


triad by H. Waldo Warner that won 
Mrs. Coolidge’s prize of $1,000. <Ac- 
companying this is the announcement 
that this annual competition will be 
continued next year for a string quar- 
tet. A competition is now pending for 
& prize of $1,000 offered for an orches- 
tral’work by the Chicago North Shore 
Festival Association,.due next Spring. 
No doubt there are others. There 


ought to be a Paderewski prize coming | 
on in a couple of years—it is awarded | 


triennially. 

The recent history of the musical 
compositions that have gained prizes 
in this country does not seem to show 
that they have much more vitality 
than those that have won the myriad 
prizes offered in Europe. The general 
opinion there in regard to prize com- 
positions is summed up in Hans von 

_ Biilow’s sarcastic remark about them, 
made in untranslatable and ungram- 
matical German: ‘‘Je preiser die

Giscussion of the value of prize-giving 


is an old one and has led to various} 


conelusions; but it hardly seems 
doubtful that the results are not at all 
in proportion to the amount of money 


disbursed and the amount of labor—

dudges. 


A glance backward at some recent} 
prize awards does not seem to show s 
that the value of prize compositions | 


is to be measured by the amount of 
money they have received. Probably 
the mdst valuable prizes ever given 
and won in this country were the two 
of $10,000 awarded to 
Horatio Parker of Yale for two operas. 
In 1911-the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, fired with the laudable desire 
to encourage American art, awarded 
Professor Parker $10,000 for his 
opera of ‘*‘ Mona,” written to a libretto 
by Brian Hooker. The opera did not 


commend itself to either the public or | 


thé critics as one born for a long 
@tage career. It was given four times 
in that season and then. was 
away. In 1915 the National Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs awarded an- 
ether prize of $10,000 for an American 
«opera, which also went to Professor 
‘Parker, again working in collaboration 
with Mr. Hooker, for the opera of 
** Pairyland.’’ It was performed in 
Lus Angeles, and has not again been 
heard of. 

It will not be considered an exag- 
yeration to say that these two operas 
had nought of the potency of life in 
Jhem; that as practical works for the 
stage, however fine in many respects 
their musicianship and literary qual- 
ity, they have failed entirely to show 
the qualities for whch, presumably, 

_ prizes were awarded; and that prob- 
ably no admirer of American art and 
of the American artists who produced 
them is so optimistic as to expect ever 
to see them on the: stage again. 


Professor Parker had not only great 
musical gifts; he had a talent for win- 
' ning prizes. He also won the Pader- 
ewski prize in 1901 with his ‘‘ Star 
Song ’’ for chorus, solos and orcheés- 
| tra. The programs of choral societies, 
however, give few hints of its per- 
fofmance. The Paderewski prize was 
established by the great pianist in 
1900-for the offering of prizes every 
three years for a symphony, a choral 
compésition, a chamber work. The 
firgt one was won by Henry K. Hadley 
for his symphony, ‘‘ The Four Sea- 
sons.’’. This has done pretty well for 
® prize composition by an American 
composer and has occasionally made 
{ts appearance in concert programs. 
Arthur Bird, the same year. won the 
chamber music prize with a sextet for 
wihd- instruments that has hardly 
since been heard of. In 1902 Arthur 
Sheperd won the orchestral prize for 
an...‘ Overture Joyeuse” that was 
played. by the New York Symphony 
Orchestra in 1905 and which has not 
ginee- been heard. There have been 
subsequent awards; but the prize-win- 
ning compositions do not at once 
spring into the mind of the inquirer, 

Mrs. Coolidge’s prize awards are 
of recent memory. The prize was 
first awarded to Tadeusz Iarecki for a 
string quartet; the second to Ernest 
Bloch for a suite for piano (or or- 
chestra) and vidla; the third to Fran- 
cesco Malipiero for a string quartet; 
the fourth, this year, to H. Waldo 
Warner for his piano trio. Mr. War- 
ners trio is still young; of the others 
the one that appears to have the 
most substantial value, though opin- 
fons.as to its essential musical beauty 
have differed widely, is Mr. Bloch’s 
muite, and it has been .several times 
repeated since the festival for which it 
was written. 

Of American prize winners there 
should’ be repeated oice more the 
name of Professor Parker, who in 1893 
won a prize offered by the National 
Conservatory of Music in this city 
with his cantata, ‘‘ The Dream King 
and His Love,” and in 18989 another 
prize;“offered by the Musical Art So- 
ciety of this city, with his motet a 
cappella, ‘‘Adstant Angelorum Chori.”

—nothing less than $50,000—for ‘‘ the 
best opera in the style of ‘ Martha.’” 
Perhaps it was a safe offer. At any 
rate the public is apparently ac- 
| claiming at present only one opera in 
the style of ‘‘ Martha,” and that is 
‘* Martha.” 

It may be said that the above-men- 
tioned winners of American prizes are 
with few exceptions American com- 
posers, and that, as such, they do not 
get a fair chance to have their works 
repeated by American concert institu- 
tions after they have once been pro- 
duced. The complaint is a general 
one. But the experience with Euro- 
pean. prize winners is something on 
exactly the same order and has for 
many years been so constant as to 
give a substantial basis to Hans von 
Biilow’s jest. 

The list of European prize offerings, 
competitions and awards is a bewil- 
dering one; probably there never has 
been a complete list compiled. But a 
| great deal of money has been put up 
and disbursed on their account, and a 
great deal of heartbreaking toil ex- 
pended by musicians, often of emi- 
nence, in reading through the compo- 
sitions sent in, listening to them and 
judging them. The result, so far as 
living compositions is concerned, is 
meagre. 


The most triumphant of prize win- 
ners is probably Mascagni’s ‘‘ Caval- 


leria Rusticana,” with which an un- 
known musician took the publisher 
Sonzogno’s prize in Italy and won 
| fame and fortune in 1890. Whatever 
| may be thought of it now by the more 
fastidious, it shows no signs of losing 
j}any of its vitality. So much cannot 
| be said of any of the other operas to 
| which the Sonzogno prize has been 
awarded. And the list of awards 
| elsewhere and in other forms of art is 
a disheartening one. 

There is the prize of 20,000 francs 
offered by the City of Paris since 1877 
for a ‘‘ symphony with chorus ’”’ or 
an opera. The immortal winners in- 
clude Dubois’s ‘‘ Paradise Lost,’’ 
Godard’s ‘‘ Tasso,” Duvernoy’s ‘‘ The 
Tempest,’’ the Hillemacher brothers’

P musical critic of the 

Paris, writes a mournful 
about the unfavorable conditions that 
prevail at the Grand Opéra there, and 
that have made the mediocrity of Its 
performances Hittle better than a by- 
word. He thinks the difficulty begins 
in the structure itself, 

‘It is today more ill-suited than ever 
for its purpose. It was conceived and 
built for a form of art and a condition 
of society destined both to disappear 
even before the building was finished. 
Garnier, the architect, drew his plans 
for it under the Empire and intended it 
expressly for a ‘‘court theatre.’’ But 
when the building was done, the court

as the public of sixty years ago had, he 
saw nothing more in it than pageants, 
processions, the great spectacles and im- 
|posing effects of Meyerbeer and Ha- 
lévy.

But when the Opera 
House was opened, this kind of opera 
had already fallen {nto dust. 

*‘ And lo, now, we possess this sump- 


tuous and imposing structure adapted | 


for the pomp of visiting. royalties, the 
splendor of imperial festivities, the glit- 
ter of uniforms and court dress, but not 
at all adapted to making and hearing 
music; this immense building whose 
stage seems dreary and empty unless it 
is peopled with dancers and choristers, 
and whose audience room is cold and 
lacking in resonance except for ensem- 
bles and finales with a great noise of or- 
chestra, chorus and solo voices; or un- 
less the soprano, the tenor and the bari- 
tone come forward to the prompter’s box 
to deliver their phrases. 

‘“‘In this inhospitable palace, a 
stranger to any sentiment and any feel- 
ing of intimacy, burdensome as much by 
its Juxury as by its immensity, there is 
no music that does not seem out of 
place, lost, a stranger, except the 
Meyerbeerian opera, the least musical of 
all music. Rameau is extinguished 
there; Gluck is congealed, Mozart 
evaporates, Weber loses his color. 
Wagner almost alone meéeéts the test, to 
a certain degree; but who can maintain 
that he does not lose something of his 
power and his expression? The modern 
lyric drama cannot evén exist in it, 
wandering in these vast and vacuous 
reaches. Not a single new opera has 
been able to make a real and lasting 
success there, while in the neighboring 
theatres works of the same composers, 
of no greater value, have found a 
destiny often honorable and sometimes 
brilliant. 

‘‘And all works are alike there in 
their evil fortune; those which the com- 
posers have written from inspiration, 
without thought of the place where they 
could be performed, as well as those 
that have been manufactured ‘for the 
Grand Opéra,’ according to the con- 
ventional formula, The first kind fail 
because any depth or delicacy they may 
possess cannot fit the nature of the 
stage and of the audience room; the 
other kind simply because they are 
worth nothing. These latter have al- 
ways been the most numerous, because 
many musicians have thought they had 
more chance of success_in trying to 
‘fill the frame,’ than in thinking, feel- 
ing and expressing themselvés. Thus 
they have been led to write music not 
for the sake of music itself, but for the 
bullding in which it was to be per- 
formed... Hence have originated so many 
works superficial, noisy, hollow, wholly 
lacking in an inner life; a deplorable 
influence of masonry upon art, of matter 
upon idea. 

“The Opéra House is not less injuri- 
ous to the financial prosperity of the 
institution than to its artistic pros- 
{ perity. To fill the vast hall with the 
sound of voices and of instrunients; 
to build, paint and prepare the 
scenery; to make the costumes and 
properties; to keep in order and 
cleanliness all this colossal build- 
ing, is needed: an. army of singers, 
choristers, orchestral pldyers, — ballet 
dancers of both sexes, superntmeraries, 
machinsts, electricians, decorators, cos-

Rubinstein left: a 
bequest for prizes for piano concertos 
as well as for pianists to be given in 
rotation in Petrograd, Paris and Ber- 
lin; but it has done little or nothing 
to help pianists out of their hole with 
their concert repertories. 


What, then, is to be thought of the 
matter of prize-giving for musical 
compositions in general? It can hardly 
be said to pay,’’ even putting a 
high value upon the very few prize- 
winning works that have not at once 
faNen into oblivion. It is not easy to 
avoid the conclusion that composing 
for a prize—in the cases where com- 
posers do not ransack their portfolios 
for old products to meet the conditions 
of prize competitions as they are an- 
nounced—puts a false kind of stimulus 
into play. If it were the right kind of 
stimulus would not the results show 
it? Would not the prize winners con- 
tinue to be as much distinguished by 
public favor as they are temporarily 
by the approval of the judges? 


It may be said that prize moneys, a 
large amount in the aggregate, help 
keep composers going and the art 
above water. But in the long run it is 
their real success in writing music of 
permanent value that keeps composers 
going and the art above water; and 
rewards for writing music that is not 
of permanent value do really a dis- 
service to both the art and its prac- 
titioners. Donors of prizes are actu- 
ated only by the most disinterested 
motives and the sincerest desire to do 
good; but is it not possible that the 
geod is only apparent and that a more 
permanently and truly advantageous 
way of disbursing funds for music 
may be found than in establishing 
prizes? 


BURDEN OF THE PARIS OPERA 


tumers, scrub-women and employes of 
all sorts. Before the war the Opéra 
employed and paid regularly more than 
1,500 people. I know not how far it 
has been possible to reduce this figure. 

‘The scenery covers such a vast ex- 
panse of painted canvas, the costumes 
of chorus, ballet and supernumeraries 
are so numerous, that the performance 
of every new opera is a crushing ex- 
pense; and every new opera is almost 
surely predestined to failure. All the 
expenses of maintaining the opera have 
been greatly increased. The material ex- 
penses of every performance reach or 
exceed 35,000 francs. If, to balance these 
expenses, the building were so planned 
that the receipts could be of the same 
proportions, and the audience room 
could contain a very large audience, the 
evil would be only relatively halved; 
but not at all. 

‘‘By the irony of fate, an acme of 
misfortune, this gigantic hall, too large, 
too long, too high, is as badly arranged 
as possible for large box-office re- 
ceipts. It holds hardly more listeners 
than ordinary theatres whose dimensions 
are only half as great. There are only 
2,300 seats. From this it follows that 
even the rare successes in the repertory 
of the Opéra cannot assume sufficlent re- 
ceipts; and since the Opéra cannot sell 
out every night, it can make no profit. 
Moreover, of these 2,300 seats only a 
very few are sold at a low price; hence 
that portion of the public which loves 
music most, which keeps the liveliest 
interest in it, which could support new 
works with its presence and its ap- 
plause, is almost entirely debarred from 
the Opéra. 

‘“‘In addition to all this, fit is a curfous 
fact that in the history of the institu- 
tion, from the beginning of ‘the nine- 
teenth century to the present time, the 
Government subvention has never been 
#0 small as it has been since the open- 
ing of the present building, that is, 
since the Opéra began to be burdened 
with the heaviest charges. Under tho 
First Empire the Government contrib- 
uted at first 750,000 francs annually, 
raised almost immediately to 800,000, 
then to 950,000. The Restoration main- 
tained the last figure, to which it added 
various sums, averaging about 200,000 
francs a year. 
the subvention, originally 890,000 francs, 
was gradually reduced to 670,000. Tha 
Republic of 1848 raised it to 890,000. 
Under the Second Empire it was 920,000 
francs. Since 1871 it has been 800,000 
francs. No change was made in 1875, 
when the new building with its enor- 
mously increased expenses was opened. 
It is easily seen from the present state 
of affairs how difficult it 1s to balance 


the finances of the Opéra.”’

LUMINOUS PAINT. 


HY should a watch dial be lumin- 

W ous at night and not luminous 

in a dark tunnel by day? The 
trouble is not with’ the dial but with 
your eyes. In sunlight the pupils of our 
| eyes contract and shut out part of the 
brightness; in darkness they expand and 
let in all the Nght they can. But our 
| pupils do not contract or expand in- 
stantly; they take fifteen minutes or 
more even to go from their smallest to 
their largest size. At night most of us 
are in artificial light, which is- seldom 
so strong as daylight, and consequently 
our pupils expand a good deal. When 
we put out the Nght our pupils do not 
have to expand far to enable us to see 
well in the dark. 

Dials are luminous only when the 
bands and the numbers are coated with 
luminous paint, which is made by mix- 
|ing radium with zine sulphide in the 
ratio of one to a million. The amount 
of radium on any one dial cannot be 
measured except by the incredibly re- 
fined methods of modern sacience. A 
| year or two ago a well-known member 
of Congress asked the chief of the Bu- 
|reau of Standards in Washington wheth- 
|er he thought he could take the “ little 
end of nothing whittled down to a fine 
|; point and use it to poke the pith out

GOING HOME BY CHIMNEY 


"NANTA CLAUS is not the only per- 
S son in the world who enters homes 
by way of the chimney, for in the 
little town of Kamenskoje, way up in 
Northeastern Siberia, on- the Penshina 
Gulf, nearly every one does it. The 
house is shaped like a perpendicular X. 
Starting with a ground floor that is 
about twenty-five feet in diameter, the 
frame walls, constructed roughly of 
driftwood, lean inward for about twelve 
féet, then turn outward for another ten 
or twelve feet. They do not touch each 
ther in the centre, but leave an opening 
of from three to five feet wide. 
‘That opening is the door, the window, 
the chimney, ali in one. A pole rests 
nst the outer side of the house 
h enough to reach the top of the 
cture. On tie upper side of thé pole 
steps are carved in which to insert the 
taes when climbing. A similar pole, set 
upright in the centre of the house and 
up through the chimney, is also fur- 
ed with steps for ascent and descent. 
The first effect of this strange ar- 
ement is that visitors are réecog- 
nized, not by their faces, but by their 
feet. 
/The house is so constructed that the 
fireplace is directly underneath the 
chimney. Naturally, the smoke goes 
“up to greet the newcomér, and soot 
ebvers every side of the chimney, ready 
to attach itself to him.

If the cover 
of the pot is off the reé¢eption proves 
rather too warm for the unfortunate 
victim.

At the Dudley James Gallery is an 
interesting collection of Japanese and 
Chinese kakemonos, with bird and 
flower motifs varied by an occasional 
tortoise. Once accustomed to the Orien- 
tal convention, these paintings show as 
wide a divergence as those of a West- 
ern exhibition. The best of them are 
not to be equated by *he modern West- 
ern artist, however. Maruyama Okyo’s

grays. The expression on the face of 
the maternal tortoise, the texture of the 
pliable shell, the beautiful composition 
and the vivid gesture of the small tor- 
toise diving into the water in the dis- 
tance are indicated with the brevity of 
the Japanese race. A Chinese ‘‘ White 
Faleon on Perch’’ is equally terse and 
vital, with the magnificent double curve 
so often found in Chinese portraits of 
birds and animals.'’ This is attributed 
to the Ming <iynasty, and has the au- 
thority of that splendid period. A 
** Rooster in Snow’’ of the eighteenth 
century, and by a Japanese artist, is 
another example of humorous observa- 
tion, the annoyed bird complaining in 
every line of the discomfort of snowy 
ground and wet feet. Here again is 
the double curve, almost as fine as in 
the falcon.

But each land 
has its accents in its language of ap- 
proval. In fact, in Sweden they have a 
definite way of accenting their applause. 
Many times I have heard audiences in 
Stockholm pick up a rhythm in applaud- 
ing that was perhaps started by a 
listener in a remote corner of the audi- 
torium. In an instant all would be 
striking their hands together in a 
rhythm like that of the big bass drum 
in a2 parade. { was very much sur- 
prised to learn that that sort of ap- 
Plauding here in America is considered 
bad taste and if it occurs in a moving 
picture theatre or vaudeville in a’small 
town is usually laid to the prank of 
some boys who want to express their 
disapproval of an act and drown it out. 

“Yet, despite this way of showing 
their pleasure, the audiences of the 
Scandinavian countries are the most 
restrained of all. They are as warm as

‘“‘T think that the war has made a 
change in audiences. If anything, they 
are warmer now than before. Music 
seems to mean more to them. European 
audiences are not any longer composed 
only of cultivated persons, but of the 
general public. Its appeal seems to be 
luring persons into the opera houses 
from a wider and wider public, perhaps 
because the Europeans want to lose 
themselves in music and forget the hard- 
ships they have been through. Of all 
the stage-door crowds that I have seen, 
the largest were in Germany.

An in- 
teresting incident in connection with 
the offer of the French post to Mc- 
Combs and his acceptance of it is 
worth relating. 

The President arrived in Washing- 
ton on the 3d of March and went to 
the Shoreham Hotel. McCombs had 
already received Mr. Wilson’s offer of 
the French Ambassadorship, and on 
the night of the 3d of March he 
concluded he would accept it. He sent 
a messenger to the Shoreham Hotel 
with his letter of acceptance. Before 
the arrival of McCombs’s létter at the 
Shoreham the President had retired 
for the night and the message was in- 
serted under the door of his room. 
However, it seems that shortly after 


sending the message of acceptance 


McCombs changed his mind and sent 
a friend to the Shoreham to recover 
the letter, and at 12 o'clock at night I 
fdund him outside of the President’s 
Toom on his knees busily engaged in 
digging out McCombs’s letter of ac- 
ceptance from underneath the door.

From that time on, with every 
Changing wind, McCombs would first 
accept and then reject the offer of the 
French post.

HAT will be the future organ- 
ization of society? Will com- 
munism replace individualis- 
tic capitalism? 

These questions have been 
continually asked since the birth of mod- 
ern industry over a century ago. Mod- 
ern industry and the democratic move- 
ment have between them brought forth 
socialism. For 150 years past the two 
famous schools of liberalism and social- 
ism have grouped under their respective 
banners and have divided into two op- 
posing camps all those who have reflect- 
ed on the Zuture form of human society. 

The Socialists, on the one hand, as- 
sert that scientific discovery, the devel- 
opment of machinery, and the world- 
wide conditions of commerce and fi- 
nance will concentrate wealth and 
power more and more in the hands of 
the few. More and more, as this proc- 
ess develops, those who possess nothing 
but their physical strength, but who, 
politically speaking, have become citi- 
zens, will find themselves handicapped 
by their conditions of life by such a 
régime, and still more prejudiced in 
their dignity as men. According to So- 
cialists, the only means of re-establish- 
ing order and bringing about justice lies 
in arrangements being made for wealth 
to become the property of all, and for 
society, as a collective whole, to regulate 
and copt™el the production and the dis- 
trib’%wn of goods and property. 

“~hether Socialists have been revo- 
lutionaries or reformists; whether they 


have been carried away with a passion 
for justice, like the republican idealists 
in France in 1848, or whether they have 
pinned their faith to the inevitableness 
of evolution, like the Marxists; whether, 
finally, they call themselves Communists 
or mere Socialists, their fundamental 
program has been and is. always identi- 
cal. It has always urged that there 
should be collective ownership of all 
property, and that production and dis- 
tribution should be determined by rules 
established by the collectivity. 

The orthodox liberal economists, on 
the other hand, Insist that the develop- 
ment of human society is controlled by 
laws, and that economic laws are as in- 
evitable as those of nature, no matter 
what may be the plea for justice that 
inspires in all democracies the most 
hardly treated classes in society, no 
matter whai power socialism may ac- 
quire oc bowever “ patural’’ it. may 


| assert, cannot be violated. Every man, 
| they insist, seeks to become the owner 
of individual property, as the equivalent 
of the prolongation, so to speak, of his 
personality. Without this desire, this 
need, even, there would be no incentive 
to enterprise. In the struggle for 
wealth, they point out, there are the 
strong and the weak, as in the realm 
of nature. To {insist that the weak 
should be placed on the same level as 
the strong would paralyze initiative on 
the part of the latter, would diminish 
production and stifle all possibilities of 
progress. 

This same school of lMberals, whether 
they be.more or less generous, more or 
less humane, whether they trust in the 
harmony of economic interests or believe 
in the absolute virtue of a iife of strug- 
gle, whether they be uncompromising or 
whether they are prepared to admit the 
possibility of reforms, unanimously 
agree as to the unchanging nature of 
economic laws and as to the continu- 
ance of the present order of things. 

When the war broke out the time- 
honored discussion between the twWo 
schools of thought was suddenly inter- 
rupted for a few months, for barely 2 
few years, but the effect of the conflict 
was, in the end, to broaden the issue 
and set it forth more précisely. 

With unexpected suddenness, and in 
accordance with fanatical formulae, 
communism claimed to have actually be- 
come an accomplished fact. That im- 
mense country Russia became a vast 
experimental field for it.

They claimed that they would 
be able to establish through revolution 
a@ communistic basis for the ownership 
of property and for the equitable distri- 
bution of wealth. 

It is possible that, after a trial of over 
three years, Lenin and Trotzky have 
to some extent wavered in their com- 
munist principles, and given way a lit- 
tie. Russian communism is, there can 
be no doubt, strongly corrupted by ter- 
rorist Jacobinism. The fact remains, 
however, that it has lasted, and that it 
at least claims to still maintain its 
fundamental rules. It claims to hold 
the true doctrine, according to which 
all human society must be recon- 
structed. 

Certain thinking people go so far as 
to ask themselves whether this Russian 
experiment may not be the origin of an 
immense movement of social reorgani- 
zation that may prove to be as pro- 
found in its effects as was, at the end 
of the Roman Empire, the revolutionary 
doctrine of the Christians. It cannot 
be denied, in any case, that the move-

parent that, during this same period of 
the end of the war, when new ideas 
have arisen and efforts have been made 
to carry some of them out, on the ruins 
of so many institutions and in spite of 
the fatigue of mahkind, individualistic 
captalism, like communism, has also ac- 
quired fresh strength. 

During the war the manufacturing na- 
tions among the belligerents were com- 
pelled to appeal to all the forces of in- 
vention and to the energies of every 
captain of industry, known or unknown, 
They had to organize and to create. 
In the conqueted countries the Em- 
perors, Kings and employing class have 
been adjudged as having been respon- 
sible, to a greater or less degree, and 
salvation has been looked for in com- 
munism. In the vittorious nations, on 
the contrary, and even among the neéu- 
trals, the result of the effort displayed 
during the war has been to give ex- 
ceptional prominence to the value of 
the directing and-superintending class. 

Even the ctisis through which we are 
now passing has not been able to efface 
this impression. Those who lead and 
act in the various countries, and even 
many other people, continue to believe 
and to argue that society can only be 
repaited or constructed according to the 
ancient methods, and according to time- 
honored laws. 


Of these two forces drawn up face to 
face—organized individualist capitalism, 
confident in itself, and communism 
which has succeeded in lasting for over 
three years<which will ultimately prove 
victorious? Who would dare take the 
risk of prophesying? 

To put the matter plainly, however, {5 
either of them—communism or cap- 
italism—capable of insuring security, 
production and well-being to human 
society? 

At this very period, when so many of 
the workers are dreaming of collective 
organization, the increased strength 
of capitalistic direttion appears to be 
svorning and causing to be abandoned 
the solutions of nationalization or col- 
lective control that were adopted In cer- 
tain States dering and in consequence 
of the war. ~ 

Rightly or wrongly, the fact remains 


‘that liberty of commerte has returned 


to favor once more, in the eyes of pubdlic 
opinion. Even in Soviet Russia steps 
have recently been taken that show 
that the communists themselves have 
felt the need for recourse to individual 
initiative and ptivate management. 

On the other hand, however, can the 
leaders of industry flatter themselves 
that, by the success of their efforts, they 


the movements of unrest which are con- 
stantly recurring and causing unhéasiness 
in England, France and other countries 
that are included among the most 
stable? 

Above all, dare these leaders of in- 
dustry to clalm that they have dis- 
covered and that they comprehend suf- 
ficient of the laws of general economy 
to be able to prevent industrial crises 
and disasters? 

Even before the war, when faced with 
such accidents, they appeared to be 
powerless. The problems that have been 
Bet up by the war, however, are even 
more redoubtable, and of a quite dif- 
ferent character. 

Let me recall in this connection a sen- 
tence written in the trenches a few 
months before his death, by that noble 
writer Albert Thierry: ‘‘I have been 
considering one by one,”* he wrote (“‘ al- 
though I have overlooked many of them) 
the truly enormous difficulties arising 
from thé work of peace, and I doubt 
whether modern man Will be able to sur- 
mount them.”’ 


*,* 


To speak truly, two facts appear to 
have been established: 

1. Bolshévist communism has proved 
itself incapable of production. It re- 
ceived, it is\true, the frightful inheri- 
tance of the tfemains of Czarism and the 
war, and it is also true that it has also 
been torn internally by civil conflicts; 
but it fs none the less true that in that 
immense country, where every possible 
resource exists and which one would 
think would be the first to raise iteel? 
up again, communism has shown itsel? 
incapable of making use of the materials 
ready at hand, and has been compelled, 
after having dfivén out, condemned and 
attempted to annihilate the capitalists 
in a physical sense, to appeal to them 
eventually for their help. 

2. Capitalism, reorganized, enthusias- 
tic, eager to undertake, is proving, how- 
ever, that it cannot, through its own 
virtue, satisfy the social aspirations of 
the workefs, which have taken on such 
new aspects since the War began. 

Consclously.or unconsciously, the men 
who came back from the front, the men 
who are conscious of the sufferings they 
endured and of the sacrifice made by 
their departed comrades, find that they 
are uhable to regard the Motherland of 
today as in every way like the Mother- 
land they left when they went into the 
trenches. 

Even th the Victorious nations, the war 
has left povetty and ruin. Before the 
problem of reparations and reconstruc- 
tion, capital has not displayed that 


ble of furnishing human society with 
the formula for its future 4evelop- 
ment. 

Once again, pérhaps, it will be found 
that the middle course is the better. 
The future organization of society will 
be nefther purely communism nor purely 
capitalist. Each of the two movements 
will no doubt play its part; and de- 
velopment on this Hne is all the mare 
likely tn view of the fact that the two 
tendenciés, although in appéarance con- 
tradictory, both respond to profound 
needs ih thé organization of human 
society. 

What, as @ matter of fact, is the fun- 
damental need that Is met by the or- 
ganization of mankind into any kind of 
society? The eighteenth century philoso- 
phers (including their disciple, the 
Socialist Babeuf, who adopted their 
formula) answered the question in a 
phrase. ‘‘ The object of society,’’ they 
said, ‘‘is the common well-being.”” The 
great modern labor organizations have 
adopted the same idea as their motto 
in the words “ Bien-@tre et liberté”’ 
(‘‘ Well-being’ and freedom ’’). 

The American idealists have never 
ceased to remind us that human duty 
consists in improving the lot of human- 
ity. It was largely uhder the influence of 
these Americans that the clause t6 the 
effect that the poverty, injustice, and 
piivations frém Which too mahy of the 
wage eafners still suffer, must disappear 
from thé face of the earth, was incor- 
porated in the Treaty of Peace by the 
nations that assembled et Versailles. 


Both communism-—at least in so. far 
as it expresses Socialist aspirations in 
their extreme and absolute form—and 
individualist capitalism have their parts 
to play in the realization of this ideal. 

And already, in the midst of the pres- 
ent chads, in spite of the exhaustion of 
the resources that aré at the disposal 
of humanity as & whole, and in spite 
of the common fatigue and the impotent 
lassitude of the governments, there ate 
indications, In the form of Initiatives 
that have already been taken and of in- 
stitutions that have already been cre- 
ated, that perhaps enable us to form 
some f@ea of what may be the future 
Tole of each of these two tendencies. 

The development of capitalism and its 
raison d’étre have been justified by the 
fact that it hae given to the human tn- 
dividual the possibility of realizing to a. 
greater déegroe than in the past his 
genius for enterprise and for produc- 
tion. There will be ho Hving soctal 
organization in the future tf it does not 
assure these same possibilities to the 
individual, in the same why as the 


/ 
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| capitalist régime has done—at least for 
; certain groups of mankind. And the 
;future social organization, whatever it 
| may be in form, will be all the more 
| alive and fruitful in results in propor- 
tion as it assures this possibility to a 
greater and greater number of péople. 
It is easy to realize today, from many 
widely varying indications, how strongly 
this truth has been Impressed upon the 
world. There is the fact, for instance, 
that the whole of the world’s democ- 
racies have adopted the common pro- 
gtam for the creation, in all free coun- 
tries, of a system of education that 
shall enable all classes of children, 
whether rich or poor, to enjoy the bene- 
fit of the highest teaching of which it 
is capable. There is also the fact that, 
both in the countries of the old peasant 
democracies and in the countries where 
agratian revolutions are occurring, there 
is an almost universal recognition of the 
value of a system of small and medium 
agricultural holdings,’ capable at the 
same time of assuring the liberty of the 
| individual, who shall be the owner of 
| his instruments of production, and of 
; insuring the best output to the com- 
munity as a whole. 

There is also the fact that in the great 
industrial enterprises the highest posi- 
tions and the greatest aythority are 
given to those who are termed experts; 
that is to say, to men who, often en- 
tirely without capital of their own, yet 
possess the faculties for direction that 
are required by capital. There is also 
the fact of the effort recently made by 
the officials connected with old-es- 
tablished public administrations, for the 
purpose of insuring that their labor is_ 
freed from paralyzing routine, that it 
may be transformed in the industrial 
sense of the word, and that it may pro- 
cure for themeelves a fresh possibility 
for the development of their individual 
faculties in the collective interest. 
There is also the fact that claims are 
being set up by some of the great pub- 
lic services, controlled by the State or 
the local authorities, for budgetary 
autonomy and a share in the manage- 
ment of their own undertakings. 

AH this springs, in reality, from. the 
same source. It is recognized as indis- 
pensable and useful to gociety that the 
individual who !Is capdble of direction 
and of enterprise should be given the 
authority of which he ts worthy. 

In a democratic form of society, or a 
sociéty composed of equals, the person- 
alities which compose it should be able 
to assert themsdives. ‘“‘ To each accord- 
Inge to Nis capacity, to each capatity 
according to the result of its work,” 
ran the old thesis of Saint-Simentsm. 
S&ch has been, perhaps, at the bottom.

Secrecy in diplomacy is being over- | 
come, not by the pious wishes of re- | 
formers, but by the steady shift of power | 
from the small governing cliques of the!

cilizens. . Democracy is not discreet; it} 
has to talk over its vital affairs in pub- | 
lic. Every Foreign Office today exerts | 
considerable influence on the press of! 
its country and plays an important 
role in forming—sometimes in pervert- | 
ing—public opinion, but no Foreign Of- 
fice can any longer ignore the will of | 
the people and at worst they can out-| 
wit it—therein Mes a@ great revolution. 
The democratization of foreign affairs 
4s stil] far from complete, for some old- 
fashioned diplomats are still recalci- 
trant. But the catalogue of Foreign | 
Ministers who have fallen from power | 
in the last dozen years because they} 
refused to heed the vox populi is im-| 
pressive. Diplomacy becomes more and | 
the “servant of democracy and 
thereby loses its secrecy. 

in the “diplomatic correspondence ’’ 
of a half century ago it Is common to} 
find the phrase: ‘*‘ My sovereign in- 
sists.” Today it is more common to 
read: * Public opinion in my country 
is disturbed.’’ The final argument be- 
tween Mr. Lloyd George and M. Briand 
is: “My Government would | fall.’’ 
Opinion in our modern democracies is 
often divided and rarely entirely clear, 
but a politican’s tenure of office de- 
pends on his ability to appraise it cor- 
rectly. 

So there is somewhat less danger than 
formerly that the Washington 
ence will be disturbed by the secret de- 
signs of any of the participants. No 
delegation would dare to wreck the con- 
ference on an issue which was not pop- 
ular at home, and popularity is the 
antithesis of secrecy.

We are 
going to build the biggest navy in the 
world.’’ ! 

The Britisher, trying to be concilia- 
tory, asked: '* Wouldn’t you be content | 
with a navy as big as any other?” 

‘“No,” the American replied. “ We} 
must have the biggest. We can afford 
it, and we're going to have at.” 

Now, this American did not have eny 
aggressive intentions against Great 
Britain—he was just feeling his oats. 
Unfortunately, 2 great many of his fei- 
lowscitizens also enjoy the fecling of 
vats; they are amused by reckless talk— 
very many more than would follow him 
inte any policy of adventure. But bump- 
tiousness can play just as much havoc 
with the work of concilfation as plans

If we Americans wish to think hon- 
estly about this problem of reducing 
armaments we must always remember 
that we are setting the pace.

interview with Henry Ford giving his 
views on railroading in general anda his

The qhange from low-grade to high- 
grade commodities was naturally re- 
flected in the gross ton mile receipts, 
which have increased 50 per cent. sincé 
the Ford management took charge.

ROBABLY the most important 
test ever made in this country 
to determine highway endurance 
for motor-truck 
will be made in Illinois within 

the next few months. A new road, two

Observa- 
tions have been made and are being 
continued for determining the bearing 
power of the subgrade when subjected 
tu static and impact loads.

2. To provide employment for carefully 
gelected cases in which there are de- 
pendent families in improving quasi- 
public property, such as the New York 
Zoological Park, the Botanical Gardens 
and in draining the property, cleaning 
up and burning brush, cutting out dead 
timber and building up the breakwaters 
on the Woods of Arden property of the 
A. I. C. P. on Staten Island. 

3. To providé scholarship funds for 
school children who might otherwise be 
sent to work. 

4. To enlarge the activities at the A. I. 
@. P. Crawford Shop in order to furnish | 
more work for old mep and women. 

3. To co-operate with churches and 
similar organizations in furnishing re- 
lef to those who apply to them. 

6. To promote a plan fo “ give a man 
a@ day’s work’ by suggesting through 
printed ecards and other methods of pub- 
licity odd jobs which might be given 
to the unemployed by housekeepers, of- 
fice managers, storekeepers, landlords 
and others.

But the immediate needs of the 
families of the unemployed must be pro- 
vided for. Children must not go hun-

Just four inches from the floor! But 
it startled the whole country. Women 
had participated in the fight for suf- 
frage and the abolition of slavery. True, 
a few dress reformers had declared that | 
women shouid wear bloomers, but they 
were dismissed as fanatics-and there 


the matter dropped, but for a group to 
come out in positive approval of short 
skirts—and four inches from the floor— 
that had never happened before. But 
these pioneers were undaunted. In 
spite of the condemnation everywhere, 
they donned their uniforms to the merri-

“You see, some of us were poor and 
could not aftord the costume I had de- 
signed,”’ explained the genial Mrs. Fay 
mer, whose personaiity has done much 
to lead her sisters through the maze | 
of long skirts into the high road of dress | 
reform.

Success of the Costume.

“Just as so many reforms for women 
are today met by such stout opposition 


| by those whom they are to benefit, we 
| found it hard to persuade women that

Of course, their greatest argument was 
that they were immodest. They seemed 
to forget entirely that whenever they 
lifted their skirts to board a car or step 
into a carriage, or, in fact, to get about 


| at all, they were exposing their legs,: or 


at least one of them. We felt that if 
they must be such sticklers for modesty 
they might just as well equalize the 
view of both legs rather than confine 
it to much of one. 

“But finally we made our greatest 
step when the dectors publicly expressed 
approval of our costumes and paid us 


about study. abroad. It is° obyiols to 
what an extent efforts are being made 
to’ improve upon the old ‘ack of system 
in this important aétivity. 

So many young men and women from 
abroad who have not sufficient funds 
are anxious to study in American insti- 
tutions that the Director of the insti- 
tute ‘secured from the..first-elass col- 
leges and universities of the country 
the grant of one and often several fei- 
lowships for foreign .students. - Most of 
them. simply remit tuitton fess, but 
Many cover board and lodging. 

The wisdom of having a central clear- 
ing ‘house for information and advice 
upon the many-sided activity of educa- 
tion in the United: States is shown by 
the number of commissions, delegations 
and. official visitors sent from abroad 
to study our educational conditions who 
come to the institute for guidance.. The 
foreign visitor is very apt to lose,»much 
time in locating significant: aspects of 
American education. In drawing up 
itinéraries . of . professional significance 
and.in giving personal letters of intro- 
duction to individuals and missions, the 
institute has greatly facilitated the work 
of these missions from abread. And 
this is equally true of American profes- 
sors and students g@ing to a foreign 
country for purposes’ of study and iec- 
ture. 

One of the most fruitful activities of 
the institute is the holding ‘of copfer- 
ences tG consider particylar aspects of 
international education. Perhaps this 
can best be made clear by an’ illustra- 
tion. ‘The Director of the institute hav- 
ing. received conflicting reports about 
the, status and activities ‘and worth of 
the Chinese students’ education received 
in an American institution after return- 
ing to China; held a conference of Amer- 
iean professors who had taught ‘in. Chi- 
nese institutions, the heads of mission 
boards which had ¢dueational institu- 
tions in China and representative Chi- 
nese students In American instituticns. 
A perfectly frank discussion of the 
whole problem resulted in conclusions 
which the Director communicated to the 
chief institutions in China sending stu- 
dents here and the chief institutions in 
the United States receiving students 
from China. It was attended by most of 
the Latin-American, Consuls in New} 
York City as well as by educators, and 
the Consuls reported the conclusions. of 
the. conference’ to the educational au- 
thorities at home, 


Next Summer there will be organized 
under. the auSpices of the institute stu- 
dent tours to Scandinavia, Great 
Britain, France and Italy. Moreover, 
the Spanish Bureau of the institute is 
organizing a visit to Madrid of a large 
group of teachers of Spanish from all 
over the United States.. These teachers 
will spend next Summer in the Univer- } 
sity of Madrid perfecting their knowl- | 
edge of oral Spanish and in the-study 
of Spanish literature and history. It 
may be remarked_here that the French 
educational authorities have organized 
excellent Summer courses for English 
and American teachers of . French, 
which courses are given at provincial 
universities like Grenoble. where the 
teacher will study :the language in the 
most favorable environment. 


While only a few of.the professors 
and students of the United States will 
be able to study or lecture in foreign 
countries, it is incumbent upon all to} 
be informed about the problems and | 
difficulties of other peoples, the knowl- 
cdge: of which is almost a sine qua non | 
of international good-will. It is. fair 
to assume that in a democracy like ours 
only a comparatively small minority. of 
the people will be deeply interested in 
international affairs, and it would seem 
natural that the colleges and unfversi- 
ties of the country should provide the 
necessary instruction. But many of the 
smaller: colleges do not maintain courses 
in. international relations, and in the 
larger institutions the ‘‘ group system ”’ | 
prevents many of the students electing 
courses in that subject. The institute 
has established, therefore, international | 
relations clubs in almost one hundred 
institutions of the country. These con- 
sist of voluntary groups of students in- 
terested in foreign affairs who are will- |

These booklets have already been dis- 
tributed to the clubs, the members of 
which are thereby enabled to inform 
themselves on the problems which will 
confront the Conference on -the Limita- 
tion of Armament which meets in 
Washington on Nov. 11. The institute, 
moreover, . sends’ distinguished foreign 
and American professors to the various 
clubs to address them upon their special 
subjects. Although the institute .does 
not‘ overlook the larger institutions: in 
the. organization of: international rela- 
tions clubs, it has extended the -work 
by preference among -the smaller col- 
leges and those, more’ remote from the 
lines of general travél, where the need 
for library material and outside speak- 
ers is’ greatest. “It often happens that | 
when one of the ‘institute speakers ar- 
rives. at such an institution he is greeted 
not only by the student body but by: 
townsmen as well. The effect upon the 
extension of the ‘‘ international mind.”

ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 29.—Cornell 
proved its right to a preferred place in 
the football sun today, when, before a 
crowd of 20,000 persons, the largest in 
local athletic history, Dobie’s machine 
crushed the Dartmouth eleven by a score 
of 59 to 7. 

After the first half it was not a foot- 
| ball contest; it was a rout. Nervous at 
first, the backs fumbling four times in 
the first period, the Ithacans steadied 
quickly and unleashed a terrific rushing 
and running attack that smothered the 
weak Dartmouth line, ripping it wide 
open from tackle to tackle. 

Employing stright football for the most 
part, with an occasional delayed pass 
for a short-line plunge and a forward 
pass or two when they were most need- 
ed, this greatest Cornell machine that 
Ithaca has seen since the championship 
eleven in 1915 wore Dartmouth out in 
the first half, and then in the second 
| turned loose a bewildering series of off- 
tackle and wide-end runs, with Eddie 
Kaw and Pfann making 30 and 35 yards 
at a time, that smeared the field with a 
crushed Green team. In the last period 
the margin of superiority was so im- 
pressive that the massed Cornell co- 
horts in the stands were almost awed 
by the display of the Red eleven and 
enthusiasm was checked by the piling 
up of points. 


Cornell Students Celebrate. 


Tonight, however, Cornell is wildly 
celebrating its greatest football come- 
back in six years. It was a great day 
for Cornell and a great day for Dobie. 
| For the first time sincé the former An- 
napolis mentor took charge of the Red 
eleven last Fall he*heard thousands of 
wildly cheering Cornell partisans give a 
long yell and three short ones in his 
honor. He never turned a hair. 

It was a great Cornell line, opening 


{the way for the powerful smashing 
| backfield, that was primarily respon- 
sible for Corneli’s great triumph. Two 
stalwart tackles, Hanson and Dodge; a 
fighting centre, Brayton, and two 
steady, consistent, aggressive guards, 
| Jones and Brayman, gained great Rlocy. 
However, it was Pfann’s generalship, 
the best shown on a Cornell team in 
Arad with the brilliant wide-runs of 
aw and Pfann and the bull-like rushes 
of Lechler and Olney, that provided the 
unch., Close following of the ball by 
Munns and Cassidy covered fumbles at 
critical moments. Cornell’s victory 
in the last analysis was a team victory, 
rather than the triumph of any indi- 
vidual or individuals. 


Even Captain Robertson Stopped. 


The whole team got into almost every 
play and by the end of the third period 
Dartmouth had been ground to pieces. 
Captain Jim Robinson, whose nose was 
broken only a few weeks ago, fought 
gallantly for the Green for three periods 
before he gave way to Calder, but Cor- 
nell was more than equal to stopping 


the great Dartmouth leader. <A 12-yard 
run was his greatest contribution. He 
scored Dartmouth’s only touchdown, but 
the Cornell tackles and  halfbacks

Dartmouth made seven first downs to 
Cornell’s twenty-eight.

FORDHAM I$ HELD 
TO TIE BY BOSTON 


Maroon on Aggressive Most of 
Time, but Misses Its Chances 
and Score Is 0 to 0. 


The Fordham and Boston College 
élevens fought to a scoreless tie at Eb- 
bets Field, Brooklyn, yesterday. Fought 
is a happy word. .The game was filled 
with hard, fierce playing, with enough 
slugging thrown in to mar its many fine 
points. In fairness it must be said that 
the team ¢rom the Bay State was the 
chief offender in this regard, though 
Fordham was not wholly free from 
guilt. In the final minutes of the first 
half Tommy Meyers, Fordham’s versa: 
tile halfback, mnose-dived across the 
visitors’ goal line with the ball and for 
& moment the stands believed that a 
touchdown. had been made. But it de- 
veloped that after getting over the line 
Meyers had dropped the ball and a Bos- 
ton College player recovered, so that a 
potential score had been turned into a 
touchback. 

This was the nearest that the Bronx 
collegians came to scoring, but it was 
far from their only cKance.. In” fact, 
the New York players spent most of 
the afternoon in allowing chances to 
score slip through their fingers. At 
least four times during the contest they 


were within the visitors’ 15-yard mark 
with Cour downs in which to work the 
ball across, but each time the grim de- 
fense’ of ’s team, coupled 
with their own mistakes, prevented them 
from counting. 

Once, standing inside the 25-yard mark 
and directly in front of the: goal posts, 
Meyers dropped back to.try a drop kick 
and the rooters of both teams held their 
breaths. The tension was uncalled for. 
Meyer's hurried boot went straight at 
the charging Boston forwards, who 
couldn’t have avoided blocking it, and 
another excellent scoring opportunity 
for Fordham had gone glimmering. 


Visitors on the Defensive. 


~So it went throughout the game. With 
the possible exception of the first quar- 
ter the Boston team was always on the 
defensive, and during the final stage of 
play Quarterback Patten, for the visi- 


tors, was kicking on the first down. 

The first quarter was more evenly 
contested, both teams succeeding in mak- 
ing long gains on fumbled punts. Bos- 
ton took the offensive at the outset 
and aided by Kelleher’s recovery of 
Patten’s punt after Meyers had touched 
it succeeded in working the ball inside 
the Fordhamites’ 15-yard mark. Here 
the Brickley-Du Moe coached eleven of- 
fered some stiff resistance, finally suc- 
ceeded in recovering a fumble and kick- 
ing out of danger. 

Then the above process was just re- 
versed, Fordham recovering the punt 
and by straight line plunges working it 
down close to the goal line, only to 
lose the’ball on a fumble. All through 
the contest this inability to hold the 
ball, especially at critical stages, was 
the outstanding fault of the New York 
team’s play. ifteen times it lost the 
ball on fumbles and more than half of 
these errors came at times when they 
could least be afforded. 

The second half of the game was all 
Fordham and Cavanaugh’s big line 
fought within the shadow of its own 
goat posts throughout poth the final 
periods. Fordham kicked off to start 
the third quarter and Commerford re- 
turned the ball ten yards before being 
downed. Patten indicated that his con- 
fidence had been somewhat shaken by 
that gruelling first half by kicking on 
the first down. Boson then intercepted 
a pass, but again punted after making 
one ineffectual stab at the Yellow line. 


Boston Has Nourruw Escape. 


Fordham got going and made first 
down. Then Meyers got away a beauti- 
ful 30-yard pass to Woodward, who 
made a scintillating catch of the flying 
leather. Fordham again made first 


down and the ball was inside Boston's 
10-yard line. With a touchdown staring 
the Maroon in the face the fumbling 
habit reasserted itself, and Thornton 
dropped the ball as he charged into the 
Boston line. The visitors recovered the 
errant pigskin and Patten got away a 
low kick, which was good enough, how- 
ever, to carry the ball out of danger.

‘* Last year,”’ he added, “‘ when Cap- 
tain Horween offered me the ball 
used in the game we lost, I refused 
it and told him that to the victor be- 
longed the spoils. I also told him 
that I would be back next year to 
win the pigskin. Now I’ve got it, ang 
Yll keep it for my kids.’’ He at- 
tributed the winning of the game to 
the strategy of the Centre coaches.

afternoon, winning by the score of 34 
to 0. 

The Bengals forced the play from the 
very start, registering the first of their 
four touchdowns within five minutes af- 
ter the opening whistle had blown. The 
Southerners never had a chance except 
for a few minutes at the opening of 
the fourth quarter, when a. spectacular 
series of forward passes advanced the 
ball to Princeton’s one-foot line.

Much of this superiority was, of 
course, due to the easter opposition, but 
last week’s play would not have carried 
the Tigers to such a one-sided victory 
over the Southerners as that of today. 


Visitors Weak. 


Princeton had expected a hard-fought 
battle with the Virginians, but both of- 
fensive and defensive power was lacking. 
The Tigers ran up a total of nineteen 
first downs to the visitors’ five, three 


of which were registered in the fourth 
quarter when the dash into Tiger terri- 
tory was under way. The two others 
also resulted from passes, for the men 
from Dixie soon discovered that the 
Princeton line was like a steel barrier 
to them, even when Keene Fitzpatrick, 
in charge of the team in the absence 
of Roper, had sent in a flock of substi- 
Sues in order to rest the first-string 
n. 

Hank Garrity, veteran fullback, ran 
the eleven today in the absence of 
Lourie until the middle of the second 
period, when he was removed after mak- 
ing the third~-to ~ pu 
the game in an absolutely certain posi- 
tion. Thereafter Peserves were rushed 
in -without limit, eighteen substitutes 
being given an opportunity to show their 
worth. 

One of these, Ken Smith, captain of 
last year’s freshman team, kicked two 
ST pretty drop kicks in the final pe- 
riod, the first that old Nassau has regis- 
tered this season. Smith has been play- 
ing fairly regularly on the varsity, but 
was not sent in today until the final 
period.

Purple Eleven, Although Out- 
rushed by Blue and White, 
Wins Tussle by 20 to 0. 


It is not often that the dope is upset 
so recklessly as it. was up on South 
Field yesterday afternoon when a group 
of boys from Williamstown humbled the 
Columbia eleven to the tune of 20 to 0. 
Coach Wendell’s protegés unleashed a 
bag of tricks that perplexed the New 
York outfit, and, although the Morning- 
side Heights team ran up twelve first 
downs to the Purple’s six and completed 
six forward passes to their. opponents’ 
three, the Massachusetts lads took ad- 
vantage of all the breaks that came 
their way, and thereby gleaned the 
victory. 

Included among’ the. above-mentioned 
tricks that the visitors displayed was a 
long forward pass over centre’ from 
Mallon .to Pease, which netted a tough- 
down in the first five minutes of play; 
a placement kick by Captain Fargo from 
a fair catch on the 48-yard line, netting 
three more points; a goal from the field 
by Mallon, adding another three, and, 
to top the day off, J. Wilson, the speedy 
Williams halfback, Intercepted a for- 
ward pass in the last few minutes. of 
play for another touchdown. Against 
these wares Coach O'Neill's men 
matched plenty of powerful line bucking 
and some long end runs, but their old 
habit of fumbling bobbed up now and

That Coach O'Neill did not underrate 
the Williame eleven at the start of the 
game, however, is indicated in the fact 
that he sent the Blue and White's full 
strength into the field.

FINANCIAL MARKETS. 


Irregular Movement on Stook 
Exchange—No Uniform Change 
in Railway Shares. 


From the course of yesterday’s stock 
market, it would seem that such influ- 
ence as was exerted by the abandon- 
ment of the railway strike had ended 
with Friday’s recovery. Yesterday's 
changes in the railway shares were only 
fractional. The real story of the Stock 
was small. The real story of the Stock 
Exchange's attitude toward the whole 
Brotherhood incident may be read best 
in the movement of that group of stocks 
during the entire two weeks’ period 
since the order fora strike.was. issued. 
There were declines on the first business 
day following that news; but practically 
all the railway shares scored net ad- 
vances during last week as a whole, 
and they now rangé 1 to 8 points 
above the prices at which they stood 
just before the ‘‘ strike call.’’ 

Yesterday’s movement of the indus- 
trial shares’ was as irregular and un- 
eertain as that of the railways; it was 
the bond market which gave the more 
definite sign of changing - conditions. 
Many of yesterday's advances, notably 
in high-grade foreign securities. were 
noteworthy for a two-hour Saturday 
and the amount of business 
substantial.

If so, the excess would be 
credited to Germany on the next year’s 
reparations account. 

Considering that the agreement was 
proposed and largely drawn by that ex- 
vertenced financier and public-spirited 
German citizen, Dr. Walter Rathenau 
of the German: General Electric Com- 
pany, it is a safe assumption that Ger- 
many’s valid interests are protected; 
indeed, events have already shown her 
capacity to anticipate payments. As for 
France, one financial critic in Paris ex- 
presses the judgment that the agreement 
will’ shorten by at least two years the 
rehabilitation of the devastated regions, 
that it will enable her to dispense with 
most of her own costly budget estimate 
of reconstruction.

‘SURPLUS RESERVES,’ 
NOW AND FORMERLY 


Remarkable Calculations From 
Last Week’ s Reserve Statement 
—1921, 1908 and 1894. 


The Federal Reserve system’s report 
ef Thursday gave the total ratio of cash 
reserve to deposits and circulation com- 
bined at 70% per cent., the highest since 
the Autumn of 1917. This ratio has risen 
from 60 per cent. in the middle of the 
year and. compares with 41% a year ago. 
Thursday’s reserve statement further 
showed that if the required percentage 
of gold reserve against deposits was 
deducted the reserve remaining against 
outstanding notes would now amount to 
96% per cent., as against the minimum 
requirement of 40 per cent.| 

In measuring the system’s credit facili- 
ties, however, the opposite calculation is 
necessary. A gold reserve amounting to 
40 per cent. of the system’s note circula- 
tion would at present be $963,511,000. 
Deducting this from the total cash re- 
serve of $2,937,148,000, the. reserve left 
against deposits would be $1,973,637,000. 

But as total deposits are now only 
$1,738,556,000, it will appear that the 
cash reserve remaining against deposits, 
en this basis of calculation, would be 


113% per cent. of such deposits. The re- 
quired minimum of 35 per cent. against 
the present deposit account is $608,494,- 
000; therefore it may be said, if one 
uses the old-fashioned way of stating 
the bank position, that the system’s sur- 
plus reserve is $1,365,179,000. 

Under the old banking system a 25 per 
cent. cash reserve was required against 
city bank deposits. At the New York 
Clearing House banks, which in those 
days performed imperfectly the func- 
tions of the present Federal Reserve, 
the high points in surplus reserves were 
reached in the years respectively follow- 
ing the panics of 1907 and 1893., On 
May 9, 1908, the cash reserve of the 
New York banks was 30% per cent. of 
their deposits and their surplus reserve 
was $67,112,000. On Feb. 3, 1894, the 
ratio of reserve to deposits was 454% per 
cent. and the surplus reserve $111,623,- 
000.

Week-End Irregularity. 


Trading on the Exchange yesterday 
was fairly active for a half holiday ses- 
sion, but the movement of prices was 
much the same as has been witnessed at 
recent week-ends of late, declines and 
advances alternating throughout the 
list. Some of the recent speculative fa- 
vorites continued their upward move- 
ment, including such stocks as Asphalt, | 
Burns Brothers, Columbia Gas, Mexi- 
can Petroleum, and a few of the other 
issues which have attracted attention of 
late. Certain of the domestic oils as a 
result of profit-taking reacted some- 
what, but in most instances losses were 
confined to fractions. The rails were 
irregular, some of the dividend paying 
issues advancing, while others declined. 
Among those which were higher were 


Union Pacific and Canadian Pacific, 
while Northern Pacific, Reading and 
Southern Pacific were lower.

The Month of November. 


The beginning next Tuesday of what 
is almost invariably the exceedingly in- 
teresting financial month of November 
is causing reminiscence. In the first 
week of November, 1920, railway stocks 
went up sensationally. With the second 
week an exceedingly violent decline be- 
gan on the Stock Exchange; in the third, 
liquidation reached the largest volume of | 
the year, with four million-share days | 
In the week and with active industrial 
shares touching the lowest prices since | 
the beginning of the war, and the month | 
ended with such losses since October as 
21 points in Baldwin Locomotive, 43 in 
Atlantic, Gulf and West Indies, and 39 
in Crucible Steel. Up to the beginning 
of November, 1919, the stock market had 
been rising rapidly under the wild specu- 
lation which had prevailed during seven 
months. On Nov. 12 call money went 
to 30 per cent., the highest since the 
panic of 1907; on Nov. 3 the Federal 
Reserve Bank raised its discount rate, 
avowedly because of the use banks were 
making of its facilities to expand their | 
speculative loans. In the decline which 
ensued during the balance of the month | 
Bethlehem Steel fell 20 points, Baldwin | 
Locomotive 49, Crucible Steel 75, Cuban- | 
American Sugar 46, General Motors 126. 
It was in this November that sterling

The past week has given Wall Street 
greater opportunity than it usually en-| 
joys to indulge its propensity for talk | 
about ‘‘the situation.’’” The word has | 
always been a favorite of the financial | 
district because it can be expanded to/| 
apply to any emergency or, by the same 
token, contracted to fit the smallest de- | 
tail. During the week the threatened 
strike and its daily developments were 
the items which were favored as topics 
of conversation and analysis in the situ- 
ation. Now that the strike is out of 
the way, the district is prone to focus

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September Railroad Earnings. 


Estimates for the September. net oper-

019 for the sixty roads, as. “compared 
with $20,453,061 a year ago. Based on 
the showing thus far, Dr. Julius Par- 
malee, head of. the Washington bureau, 
has estimated the September net at 
$100,000,000, which would be $10,000,000 
ahead of the August report; but com- 
ment by 'seVerad] l6cal“executives yester- 
day. was not as optimisti¢ as this. To 
earn 6 per centL-on the valuation fixed 
by the Interstate Commerce ~Commis- 
sion the railrodds would have to report 
$113,383,000 for net.: With deficits dur- 
ing, the first two months, the carriers 
showed a 2.2 per cent. net reveriue in 
March, advancing to 3 per cent. in June, 
4.5 per cent. in July and 5 per cent. in 
August. 
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Distribution of Railway Stock. 


The investment market views with | 
genuine interest the facts which the) 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 


elicited regarding the wide distribution 
of the ownership of railroad securities 
for the calendar year 1920. The com- 
mission’s statement showed the number 
of stockholders of Class 1 roads to be 
709,795, of which 324,514 held stock in 
railways of the Eastern district, 67,495 
in railways of the Southern district and 
317,786 in railways of the Western dis- 
trict. In a_ speciel report which the 
commission issued on the distribution of 
railroad security holdings covering the 
year 1919, the number of stockholders 
of Class 1 roads and their non-operating 
subsidiaries was 627,930, making an i{n- 
crease in three years of more than the 
£1,865 difference between the two fig- 
ures. This movement is explained in 
railroad cifcles by the theory that many 
of the larger holders of railroad stocks 
have been selling some of their holdings, 
which Have ,been purchased, in smaller | 
average lots, by a larger number of 
buyers.

Utility Bonds in Default. 


A total of $479,288,000 public utility | | 
bonds are in default at present, accord- | ||| 


ing to a compilation made in Wall Street 
this past week. This compares with a 


total in default at this time last year of 
$494,858,000. The list includes all sorts of 
public utility issues, but the greater part 
of the total is made up of traction 
issues. Approximately $175,000,000 of the 
total consists of local traction companies, | 
including Interborough Rapid Transit, 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit and their sub- 
sidiaries. 
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Small Cotton Acreage Next Year. 


If present plans of Southern cotton 
planters are strictly adhered to, it is 
possible that there will be another small 
cotton crop next year. Members of the 
American Cotton Association at their an+ 
nual cenvention passed a resolution urg- 
ing farmers of the South to restrict 
their acreage for the 1922-season to 


the same amount which was planted for 
1921, or. approximately 28 per cent. less 
than a year ego. It will not be so easy 
to make such advice effective, however, 
with a.remunerative price for cotton and 
the abnormal ‘‘ carry-over ’’ disposed of. 
The lately lower cotton market is pos- 
sibly reflected in the week-end statistics 
showing decrease last’ week in _ the 
‘‘amount brought into sight’’ of 4,600 
bales and an increase in Northern spin- 
ners’ takings of 60,000 
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Reserve Ratios and Interior Districts. 


Although the reserve ratio of the en- 
tire Federal. system was shown last 
Thursday to have increased 4 of 1 per 
cent. over the preceding week, the ratio 
at Dallas and Kansas City, already very 
low, went lower during the past week, 
and the similarly low reserve ratios at 
Minneapolis and Atlanta were only 


slightly changed. This seeming Anomaly 
called atténtion again in Wall Street to 
the slowness with which the bank posi- 
tion is improving in the Western and 
Southern districts. which, were hardest 
pressed in the ‘* frozen’ eredit’’ period. 
The Govérnor of the Reserve Board was 
asked, during -his New ‘York visit last 
week, -when the. long-expected improve- 
ment in these. inland. reserve tanks 
might .bé- anticipated. He answered 
promptly that the change would venga 
with much emphasis at ne of 
the new year.

SPECULATORS CAUSE 


COTTON TO DECLINE 


~ 


Lack of Trade Support Leaves 
Market at Net Decline of 
15 to 29 Points. 


Cotton continued to feel the effect of 
speculative selling and lack of sufficient 
trade support yésterday to absorb con- 
tracts. Twice’ during the session 5,000 

bale blocks of January were thrown on 

the market with depressing influence. 

Comparative weakness in December and 

the gradual lessening of the premium in 

that month distufbed sentiment. Liqui- 
dation caused a loss of about 30 points 
in December, compared with only 15 in 

July. The South is marketing its crop 

rapidly, nearly 1,000,000 bales more than 

last year having appeared, although the 
| yield is only about half as large. Prices 
lost 15-to 29-points for the day. 

The sale of 5,000 January at the open- 
ing started prices in that month at 
18.60, with sales as low as 18.54, while 
this order was being executed. Pressure 
left January depressed, but later months 
were in demand, and when July was 
reached prices lost only 12 points, com- 
pared with a 28-point decline in Janu- 
ary. Soon after the call, January re- 

| coverea 20 points, to 18.76. December 
liquidation has been in progress.for sev- 
teat days and differences between vari- 
ous months have narrowed steadily.

| Friday; but even while selling was in 
progress 17.70 was bid for July, a loss 
of only 10 points. Under steady demand 
for March, May and July, March sold 
| within 5 points of January. <A similar 
| trend came in New Orleans, where De- 
cember and January sold at the same 
| prices. This loss of December premium 
iis attributed to purchases of actual 
cotton and hedge sales because mill in- 
terests are less aggressive purchasers. 
Reports from dry goods centres showed 
hesitation in some quarters, with greater 
confidence in others. As a result of a 
trip through the cotton belt one large 
goods operator is said to have bought 
| Bberafiy last week, being convinced the 
cotton crop is small enough to sustain 
the price level for raw materials. On 
|the other hand, demand for yarns at 
| higher values named has not broadened 


all makes. Dealers in spot cotton report 
that this uncertainty is reflected in a 
slower demand for actual cotton. A 
similar conditions obt#ins in export 
circles, clearances last week having 
fallen below those. of the corresponding 
week last year for the first time in 
nearly six months:

BIG RAIL ORDER PLACED. 


Southern Pacific Buys 44,600 Tons). 
From Tennessee Coal & Iron. 


One of the largest orders for steel rails 
placed in mahy months was announced 
yesterday by the Southern Pacific Rafl- 
road. The order was for 44,600 tons of 
rails for 1922 delivery, placed with the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, a 
subsidiary of the United States Steel 
Corporation.

It is figured that exports from east 
of the Rockies from July 1 to Oct. 29 
aggregated 146,000,000 bushels, and are 
in excess of the theoretical surplus in 
this territory. This has been known to 
many of the trade for some time, 
but the pit element construed it as bull- 
ish and bought early, while the most 
effective selling on the bulges was by 
the Northwest. A local house sold 
200,000 bushels of wheat for export, and 
at the same time announced that 65,000 
bushels: of No, 2 red Winter would be 
brought back here from Montreal, with 
more béing figured on. 

A cargo cleared from Baltimore for 
Bombay, India, and 42,380 sacks of flour 


cleared from New York for Petrograd. 
Demand for cash wheat in the South- 
west and at Omaha was slow, with 
prices unchanged. Export sales at the 
seaboard were reported at 200,000 
bushels. One of the largest of the local 
houses said they did not receive a cable 
from abroad asking for offers of wheat. 
Highly beneficial rains fell over parts 
of Central and Eastern Kansas, 

General sentiment is somewhat favor- 
able to the buying side on the breaks, 
and it is expected that private reports 
to be given out next week will show 
around 50,000,000 bushels less than the 
Government returns. At the same time 
the buying gives out on the Par and 
the market reacts ee. maJjority 
of traders look for rapid fluctuations 
within a relatively narrow range. 

Expectations that private reports 
would show record reserves of old corn 
led to selling of futures, and, after a 
small advance, early prices declined and 
closed around the bottom, with net 
losses of % cent on corn and 14@5@-cent 
on ‘oats. Export aales in all positions 
were reported at 75,000 bushels corn 
and 100, bushels rye. 

Domestic demand remains slow, but is 
rather persistent, as the East has not 
stocked up. It is understood that Cana- 
dian oats are being offered in the East, 
duty paid, at a price that allows them 
to compete with the domestic grain. 

Primary arrivals of wheat for the week 
aggregated 8,681,000 bushels; previous 
week, 10,291,000; last year, 9,373,000. 
Shipments were 6,489,000 bushels; pre-

EFFECT ON REALTY VALUE 


Mayor’s Committee Counsel Says 


the Downward Tendency Has 
Already Started. 


Recent decisions and adjustments in 
Fent cases between landlords and ten- 
ants bear out the statement made yes- 
terday by George L. Livingston, Assist- 


ant Corporation Counsel, assigned to the | 
Mayor’s Rent Committee, that landlords | 


are much more inclined to be moderate 
in their demands than was the case a 
year ago. The committee finds that 
there is a very general

will soon be seen. The landlords, nat- 
urally, wish to retain existing rentals 
as long as possible, and in the great 
majority of cases it seems clear that 
the slight advances asked this year by 
landlords have been due, chiefly, to the 
desire to stave off requests for reduc- 
tiona by tenants. It is a psychological 
act, the opinion evidently being that, 
fn view of former increases, if no fur- 
ther demand is made the tenant may 


feel that the time has come to ask for} 


@ reduction. So the landlord gets in 
first, asking an advance, but is very 
‘willing to compromise for a fraction of 
his request or agree to accept the for- 
mer rental. No very strenuous effort Is 
being made to insist on substantial ad- 
vances unless good reason can be shown 
that the landlord is rightfully entitled 
to it. 

“This condition of affairs indicates, 
to my mind, that rents will soon show 
a downward trend. Rents were the last 
thing to feel the general advance in 
prices, and they are practically the last 
to feel the effect of lower prices. By 
mext year I am confident in saying that 
@ fairly appreciable rent reduction will 
be in evidence. This situation will be 
most noticeable, first, in 
class houses. Most of the apartment 
building in Manhattan for the last two 
years has been of the more expensive 
houses. Builders could not afford, in 
view of labor and material costs, to em- 


bark in operations unless assured of | 


reasonably hign returns. The building 
movement is now returning to a larger 
number of moderate-priced houses, and 
the fact must not be lost sight of that 
there has been, recently, a considerable 
migration from Manhattan to the near- 
by suburbs as well as to Queens and 
the lower Brooklyn sections, where the 
construction of small houses and flats 
has been fairly active.

THREE NEW GOLF COURSES. 


North Jersey Golf Club and South- 
ampton Group Will Expand. 


The metropolitan district will have 
three new golf courses, as the result of 
jdecisions taken by the North Jersey 
Country Club and a group of golf en- 
thusiasts at Southhampton, L. L 

The North Jersey Golf Club has pro- 
gressed with its undertaking to the 
extent of buying up a 319-acre tract 
near Paterson, N. J., and nineteen 
miles from New York City, for improve- 
ment with two courses. 

This club is one of the oldest of its 
kind in America, and had for one of 
its first Presidents former United States 
Attorney General Briggs. A _ village 
grew up on either side of the club’s 
present course, forcing them to seek 
new terrain. 

Walter J Travis was engaged as archi- 
tect for the new course and the 819- 
acre tract, 8% miles outside of Pat- 
erson was. purchased. Mr. Travis 
found the site to have light sub-grade 
with a sandy loam, an unusual combina- 


tion for this part of the country, and 
ideally suited for laying out a course 
of championship calibre. 

The improvement will take up 219 
acres of the site and will be used for 
two golf courses. The remaining 100 
acres will be laid out in a cottage col- 
ony for members, who now number 325, 
In addition there will be a pond for 
‘Winter sports, making an added attrac- 
tion for the New York City business 
man. 

A clubhouse to cost $150,000 will bé 
erected on the property, which is at 


an altitude of 444 feet and borders the’ 


Paterson-Hamburg Turnpike.

Ground will be broken on Nov. 6.

PLAN-TO EXTEND MANHATTAN ISLAND SIX MILES 
DOWN THE BAY DISCUSSED BY ITS PROMOTERS 


Judge Alton B. Parker Says There Is No Formidable Legal Obstacle in the Way of the 
Project—Its Many Advantages Discussed by Engineer 'T. Kennard Thomson 
and Walter Russell, President of New Incorporation 


“There are no formidable legal ef 


stacles to the plan to extend Manhattan 
Island four miles down the bay,’’ said 
Judge Alton B. Parker, discussing the 
proposed project yesterday. ** There 
will be much legal labor involved, and 
legislative grants of the necessary land 
under water must be obtained and the 
consent and co-operation of the City 
Government and of the War Department ; 
and Congress must be secured. But the

sible | 

“To the suggestion that the work'| 
should be done by the city instead of by 
private capital so that the city might; 
realize the profits, I would reply that 


in the first place, even if the work were 
| done with public funds 
| private capital, 


rather than 
the city would not re- 
profits, for the land under 
It 
belongs to the State, and, therefore, if 
any public exchequer was to be swollen 
with the gains it would be that of the| 
State. 

“But the public has had no experi- | 
ence which would justify the supposi- 
tion that such a public work would re- 
sult in any profit to the public. The 
Post Office, the Erie Canal, the munici- 
pal ferries, and every other large public 
work shows a deficit—never a _ profit. 
This is no place to detail the reasons for 
this. 

“The fact is, however, not to be de- 
nied. Public work is a public expense. | 
And the fiscal results are found not in 
the public exchequer, but in the tax 
levies. 

*““Such excuse as may be found for} 
Government ownership and Government | 
operation is found not in its possible re- 
turn or even in its economy, but is 
found alone in the services to the public. 

** Now, this project offers no public 

service in the common meaning of that 
phrase. This project is not what we 
call Suis utility. 
‘““The public benefit from it will be 
enormous, But it creates no public 
servant, like a canal, railroad, ferry or 
lighting plant. 

‘Therefore, the assumption by the 
public of the responsibility of carrying 
out the reclamation of this vast tract 
would be a mere entry into business for 
a possible profit and would be no more 
justified than the making of a contract 
by a city to build a skycraper, automo- 
bile or sewing machine, or to engage in 
speculation in securities. 

“It seems inconceivable that the peo- | 
ple of the State would pass any con- 
stitutional amendment increasing the 
debt limit so as to allow even $600,000,- 
000 for this improvement, especially 
when the matter is disconnected from | 
any public utility. Who shall say what 
sum it would cost the public to do this 
work which a private corporation may 
do for $600,000,000? The city will need 
for a time at least all it can borrow to 
furnish rapid transit to its millions, 

** Docks and streets will go gratis to 
the city throughout this new territory, 
and the additional property subjected to 
its taxes would enormously increase 
whit hye cae and radically reduce the tax 
rate. 

“It should be —— to every think- 
ing mind that this is an enterprise for 
private capital. Let it bear the burden 
and heat of the day and receive its hire 
of which it is worthy. 

** And let the city and State and the 
entire country, without_the expenditure 
of a single dollar, without the addition 
of any fraction to the tax rate, reap the | 
very evident increase in revenue and 
the less evident but greater benefit of 
the salvage of) realty’ and values and 
the increased facilities for conducting 
the vast business which gives New York 
its imperial position among the cities of 
the world.”’ ;

Busy Centre Has Attracted Business 
and Apartment Bulldings. 


One of the Bronx developments being | 
watched with great interest fs the one | 
Realty | 


recently started by the Tyrol 
Corporation on the west side of Melrose 
Avenue from 15ist to 152d Street. 

This is one of the largest developments 
undertaken in the vicinity of 149th 
Street and Third Avenue, which fs com- 
monly known as the “hub” of the 
Bronx, in recent years.

Last April the Tyrol Realty Corpora- |

as the Haffen Brewery property, which 
covers a frontage on Melrose Avenue of 
280 feet and 150 feet on each of Milst 
and 152d Street. 

The new owner has planned an opera- 
tion which, .when completed, will cost 
for land and buildings over $1,000,000. 

This plan consists of the erection of a 
six-story apartment house on the north 
side of 15ist Street, seventy-five feet 
west of Melrose Avenue, to be known as 
Sarjan Court. It will have a frontage 
on 15ist Street of seventy-five feet and 

depth of 100 feet. 
thirty-three apartments in the building. 

A theatre building, with a capacity of 
2,000 seats, and with what is known as 


a stadium balcony, will be erected on | 
the plot facing on 152d Street. It will | 


have a frontage on that thoroughfare 
of eighty feet and a depth of 130 feet. 


In the centre or the block on Melrose | 


Avenue there will be a thirty-foot-wide 
entrance to the theatre building, with a 
depth of seventy feet. Over the theatre 
entrance there will be a room, with di- 
mensions of 30 by 70, suitable for divi- 
sion into offices. The theatre has been 
leased for twenty-one years to a syndi- 
cate, represented by Kriger & Aaron. 

At the southwest corner of 152d Street 


and Melrose Avenue there will also be | 


erected a six-story apartment house 
with stores on the Melrose Avenue front. 
This building will have a frontage on 
Melrose Avenue’ of 100 feet and a depth 
on 152d Street of seventy feet. It will 
be known as Dorsam Court. This apart- 
ment house will have eight stores and 
thirty-eight suites of apartments. 

It is proposed to erect on the north- 
west corner of 15ist Street and Melrose 


Avenue a six-story office building. ‘The | 
plot has a frontage of 100 feet on Mel-! 


rose Avenue and seventy-five feet on 
15ist Street. There are three apartment 
houses located there at present, and the 
owner has decided not to disturb the 
tenants during this Winter, but will 
demolish the old structures about March 
1, 1922, whereupon work will be started 
on the construction of the office build-

“ How can an owner restrict this wan- 
ton damage, by either the 
carelessness malice of his ten- 
ants?

maintain a higher standard of cleanli- 
ness in their apartments than they now 
; do. It seems that the very manifest 
aversion to the use of soap and water 
on the walls of an apartment is as 
prevalent now when high costs compel 
an owner to observe economy in the 
management of his holdings. It ob- 
viously devolves upon the tenant, in 
such times of high cost and apartment 
scarcity, to assist the owner in all log- 
ical ways to cut down the running ex- 
pense of the building.
